Ti«dein         Secondly,  in  regard  to  the  foreign  nninmls  trade,  the  Act 

foreign        proceeds  on  the  assumption  tJiat  all  imporied  stock  is  to  be 

slaughtered  at  the  place  of  landing,  leaving  Ui  the  Privy 

Council  a  cei'tiiin  aninimt  of  discretionary  power,  guardod, 

however,    hy   strict    conditions,   to    prohihit    importation 
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altogether  from    some  countries,  and  to  permit  it  under 

modified  restrictions  from  others. 
The  Animals  Order  of  1884  and  The  Foreign  Animals 

Order  of  1885  necessarily  follow  the  lines  of  the  Act. 

Legislation  for  the  prevention  of  the  spreading  of  diseases  JRegula- 
among  home  stock  may  be  said  to  depend  for  its  efficacy  *^?** . 
upon  the  early  detection  of  disease,  and  to  this  end  the  Act  ho^"^ 
pro\'ides  for  the  giving  of  notice  of  the  existence  of  disease  stock. 
by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge.     This  notice  is  required  Notice  < 
to  be  given  to  u  ])olice  constable,  and  is  compulsoiy.     In  disease. 
addition,  The  Animals  Order  of  1884  provides  that   the  ^^^y  *>^ 
person  concerned  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  also  give  notice  of  p^p°^^^ 
an  animal  being  aliected  with  disease  or  with  any  illness,  charge 
or  suspected  of  being  so  affected,  to  the  Insj>ect()r  of  his  diseasec 
district.     He  is  fui-ther  called  ui>on   by  the  Act  to  separate 
diseased  animals  from  other  animals  not  so  affected.     Any 
person  neglecting  these  requirements  of  the  Act  is  subject 
to  a  penalty. 

The  above  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  giving  of  Regula- 
notice  and  the  separation  of  diseased  animals  are  extended  ***'^?  ^^ 
hy  The  Animals  Order  of  1 884  to  horses,  asses,  and  mules,  hl^if 
except  those  under  the  cliarge  of  the  Army  Veterinary  asw*,  a 
3Iedical  Department,  or  while  being  in  the  stables  of  any  ™u^e*- 
veterinary  college  affiliated  to  the  Royal  College  of 
Veterinary  Surgeons. 

Having  received  information  of  the  existence  of  disease  Duty  ui 
in  his  district,  no  matter  how,  the  Inspector  is  bound  to  Inspect 
attend  and  discharge  the  duties  conferred  and  imposed  on 
him  as  Inspector. 

Local  Authorities,  after  being  informed  by  their  officers,  of  *^"tj  o^ 
outbreaks  of  pleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  j(^^g^ 
or  sheep-pox  or  swine-fever  are  called  upon  to  make  such 
inquiries  as  wiU  enable  them  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  in- 
formation was  well  founded.     In  cases  of  pleuro-pneumonia, 
sheep-pox,  and  swine-fever,  a  veterinary  Inspector  or  person 
qualified  to  be  such  must  bo  called  to  aid  in  the  inquiry  ; 
in  cases  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  the  mode  of  investigation 
is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Local  Authority ;  but  in  all 
eases  the  inquiry,  which  is  to  determine  the  existence  or  ^?^"^

No  power  is  vested  in  a  Local  Autliority  to  declare  an  infecte

Markets,  fairs,  auctions,  sale-yards,  sales,  places  of  exhi-  Regula 
bition,  lairs,  and  other  places  used  for  animals  are,  by  the  pro-  ^™^ 
visions  of  The  Animals  Order  of  1884,  in  some  respects,  by  Loc:

Full  powers  are  given  by  The  Animals  Order  of  1884  to  Cleansi 
Local  Authorities  to  secure  the  proper  cleansing  and  disinfec-  ?°^^* 
tion  of  markets,  fairs,  sale-yards,  places  of  exhibition,  laii^s,  or  market 
other  places  used  for  animals.  The  mode  of  cleansing  and  and  otl 
disinfecting  in  these  cases  is  left  to  the  diacretifin  of  the  ?*•«<»• 
Local  Authority ;  it  may  not,  however,  be  out  of  place  to

ome  of  In  .selecting  n  disinfectant,  a  Local  Authority  would 
Se'd^  most  probably  be  guiJeJ  by  the  advice  of  their  veterinary 
ifecunu  Inspector,  but  it  in  very  desir-ible  they  should  use  a  com- 
^^  ^  pound  in  which  one  at  least  of  the  following  disinfeo- 
tants,  nniiicly,  carbolic  acid,  chloride  of  linio,  chloride  of  zinc, 
or  sulphurous  acid,  forms  an  integial  part.

whenovcr  they  deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  the  landing  of 
animals  froiu  any  foreign  country  or  any  spociiied  part 
thereof ;  and  (h)  makes  it  compulsory  on  the  Privj-  Council 
to  prohibit  such  landing  whenever  they  are  not  satisfied, 
havinj:;  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  animals  in 
any  foreign  country,  or  any  sjiecified  part  thereof,  and  to 
the  laws  made  by  such  country,  and  the  administration  of 
such  hnvs,  that  the  circumstances  are  such  ns  to  afford 
I'easonable  security  against  the  importation  therefrom  o£ 
animals  afl't^cted  witli  foot-aml-mouth  disease.  Section  2 
refers  to  Part  IV. — Qiiaruntlnc — of  the  fifth  schedule  to 
the  Act  of  IS7S  (which  applies  only  to  animals  intended 
for  exhibition  or  other  exceptional  purposes)  and  provides 
that  the  jirovtsions  as  to  (quarantine  of  such  animals  sliall 
apply  to  animids  brought  fi-oin  foreign  countries  from 
■whidi  the  importation  of  animals  is  for  the  time  being 
prohibited,  the  result  being  that  animals  from  prohibited 
countries  may  now  be  landed  if  intended  for  exliibitlon  or 
other  exceptional  purjKxses  as  long  as  they  comply  with 
the  quarantine  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1S78.  Part  IV. — 
OtJter  Foreign  Countries — of  tlie  same  schedule  to  the  Acfc 
of  1878  is  amended  by  section  .3  of  the  new  Act,  wh^ 
provides  that  the  Privy  Council  may  allow  any  animals  to 
be  landed,  without  being  subject  to  slaughter  at  the  port 
of  landing,  from  any  part  of  a  foreign  comitry  where  llieir 
Lordships   consider  the  administration  of  the  laws  as  to 
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se  to  be  satisfactory.  Formerly,  it  was  argued  this

lole.  The  Privy  Council  may  by  Order  make  regula-

Provision  is  made  as  to  tlie  rate 
and  out  of  which  the  expenses  payable  by  the  authority 
Bndering  the  whole  or  part  of  then*  districts  are  to  be 
I,  and  also  providing  for  the  case  where  the  surren- 
ng  authority  is  a  borough,  and  the  administering 
liority  is  a  county  to  the  rate  of  which  ^sucli  borough 
Bsessed.  Section  3  gives  power  to  two  or  more  Local 
ihorities  to  form  a  joint  committee  with  powers 
ending  over  an  area  consisting  of  all  or  any  paiii  of 
ir  united  districts,  and  having  all  or  any  of  the  powers 
a  Local  Authority  under  the  Act  of  1878,  or  under  any 
ler  of  Council.    Section  4  provides  that  any  agveevw^iv^ 


onder  the  Act  may  be  made  on  behalf  of  any  Local 
Aathority  by  the  cbairmaji  and  two  other  members ;  or,  if 
the  Authority  is  a  corporation,  by  affixing  the  corporate 
seal.  Every  Buch  agreement,  however,  mnst  be  approved 
by  the  Privy  CounCLJ,  otherwiae  it  is  invalid. 

Any  transfer  of  jurisdiction  under  this  new  Act  does  not 
include  tlie  power  of  making  or  levying  a  rate,  hut  includes 
all  other  powers,  duties,  and  obligations  of  a  Local  Autho- 
rity under  the  Act  of  1878. 

It  may  be  added,  in  conclusion,  that  the  foregoing 
remarks  are  not  to  be  cousidereil  as  auUioritative  direc- 
tions, but  rather  as  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of 
Local  Authorities  in  rerereuco  to  matters  on  which  the 
opinion  and  advice  of  the  Agricultural  Department  are 
frequently  Jiought.

If  he  refuses  to  an  inspector  or  other  officer,  acting  in  execution 
of  this  Act,  or  of  an  Order  of  Council,  or  of  a  regulation  of  a  local 
authority,  admisdon  to  any  land,  building,  place,  vessel,  pen,  vehicle, 
or  boat  which  the  inspector  or  officer  is  entitled  to  enter  or  examine,  or 
obstructs  or  impedes  him  in  so  entering  or  examining,  or  otherwise  in 
any  respect  obstructs  or  impedes  an  inspector  or  constable  or  other  officer 
in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  or  assists  in  any  such  obstructing  or 
impeding :

68.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Part  the  respective  districts,  authoritieB, 
rates,  and  officers  described  in  the  Seventh  Schedule  shall  be  the  district, 
tlic  local  authority,  the  local  rate,  and  the  clerk  of  the  local  authority. 

69. — (1.)  llie  commissioners  of  supply  in  every  county  shall  ouet 
and  nominate  not  fewer  than  four  or  more  than  fifteen  of  their  number 
to  act  on  the  county  board  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  shill 
intimate  to  the  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  and  the  convener  of  the 
county  the  number  and  names  of  the  persons  so  appointed. 

(2.)  The  clerk  of  supply  in  each  county  shall  call  a  meeting  of  tbe 
occupiers  of  agricultural  subjects  in  the  county  valued  in  the  valuatioa 
roll  in  force  for  the  time  at  one  hundred  pounds  and  upwards,  and  of 
occupiers  of  such  subjects  of  which  they  are  owners  valuea  in  the  valua- 
tion roll  at  fifty  pounds  and  under  one  hundred  pounds.  The  meetinf 
shall  be  called  by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  newspapers  circulating 
in  the  county  for  the  same  day  as,  or  for  a  day  not  later  than  eight  dajs 
after,  the  meeting  of  the  commissioners  of  supply.  The  adveitifement 
shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  and  the  clerk  of  supph 
shall  be  clerk  to  such  meeting.  The  meeting  shall  nominate  nom 
among  such  occupiers,  and  owners  and  occupiers,  a  number  of  persons 
equal  to  those  nominated  by  the  commissioners  of  supply,  and  the 
meeting  shall  also  name  a  convener,  who  shall  intimate  the  names  of 
the  persons  so  nominated  to  the  convener  of  the  county,  and  shall  have 
power  to  call  similar  meetings  by  such  advertisement  when  occasion 
shall  require.

(3.)  In  the  event  of  any  person  refusing  or  delaying  to  comply  witii 
the  order  of  a  local  authority,  the  local  authority  mav  give  information 
thereof  to  the  procurator  fiscal  of  the  county  or  burgn,  who  may  applv 
to  the  sheriff  for  a  warrant  to  carry  such  order  into  effect,  and  such 
warrant  may  be  executed  by  the  officers  of  court  in  common  form.

8.  Any  such  animal  is  not  to  be  moved  out  of  the  quarantine  station

9.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  foTesoing  provisioni  of  this

Farm  or  premises  includes   two  or  more  adjoining  farms  or 

premises  in  the  same  occupation  : 
Disease  includes,  with  the  diseases  specified  in  the  Act  of  1878 

(that  is  cattle-plague,  contagious  pleuro-pneumonia  of  cattle, 
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foot-and-month  disease,  sheep-pox,  or  sheep  scab),  glanders,

PART  II. 
Disease. 

Chapter  I.— CATTLE-PLAGUE. 
Duty  of  Police  on  Notice  of  Cattle-Plague, 

6.— -(!•)  The  constable  to  whom  notice  of  the  fact  of  an  animal 
being  affected  with  cattle-plague,  or  with  disease  supposed  to  be 
cattle-plague,  is  given,  under  Section  thirty-one  of  the  Act  of  1878, 
shall  immediately  give  information  thereof  to  his  superior  officer, 
who  shall  immediately  transmit  the  information  by  telegraph  or 
other  rapid  means  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  Whitehall, 
London. 

(2.)  The  constable  shall  also  forthwith  give  information  of  the 
receipt  by  him  of  the  notice  to  an  Inspector  of  the  Jjocal 
Authority  and  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Optional  Notice  of  Di$ease  or  Illness, 

7.  Any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge 
an  animal   affected    with   cattle-plague,  or  with  any  illness,  or 
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suspected  of  being  so  affected,  besides  giving  suoh  uotioe  to  a 
constable  as  he  is  required  by  Section  thirtj-one  of  the  Act  of 
1878  to  give,  maj,  if  he  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the 
animal  being  so  affected,  or  suspected,  to  the  Inspector  of  the 
Local  Authority. 

Duty  of  Inspector  to  act  immetUatety. 

8,  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  information  of  the  supposed  existence  of 
cattle-plague,  or  having  I'easonable  ground  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  cattle-plague,  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable  speed  to  the 
place  whore  such  cattle-pla^^ue,  according  to  the  information 
received  by  him,  exists,  or  is  suspected  to  exist,  and  shall  there 
and  elsewhere  put  in  force  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties 
by  or  under  the  Act  of  1878,  and  any  Order  of  Council,  conferred 
and  imposed  on  him  as  Inspector. 

Movement  out  of  Mace  where  Cattle-Plague  exists. 

8.  No  animal,  horse,  a!?s,  or  mule,  and  no  dog  shall  be  moved 
alive  out  of  a  building  or  inclosed  place  in  which  cattle-plague 
exists  or  has  withiu  ten  days  existed. 

Movement  out  of  Cattle-Plague  Infected  Place, 

10,  Pending  the  arrival  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
Privy  Council — 

(a.)  No  animal  shall  be  moved  alive  out  of  a  cow-shed,  field,  or 
other  place  which  has  become  a  Cattle-Plague  Infected  Place ;  and 

(6.)  No  carcase,  and  no  dung  of  animals,  horses,  asses,  or 
mules,  and  no  litter,  manure,  or  fodder  shall  be  removed  thereout. 

Duty  of  Local  Authority  and  Police  in  Cattle-Plague, 

U, — (1.)  Where  by  virtue  of  the  declaration  of  an  Inspector 
of  a  Local  Authority  (under  section  ten  of  the  Act  of  1878),  a 
cow-shed,  field,  or  other  place  has  become  a  Cattle-Plague  Infected 
Place,  the  Local  Authority  shall  take  all  necessary  and  proper 
measures,  pending  the  arrival  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer 
of  \he  Privy  Council,  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  law  relating 
to  cattle-plague,  including  the  placing  of  constables  or  other  proper 
ofiicers  at  the  entrance  of  that  cow-shed,  field,  or  other  place. 

(2.)  After  the  arrival  of  the  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
Privy  Council,  the  Local  Authority  and  all  constables  and  police 
officers  shall  assist  him  to  carry  into  eA'ect  and  enforce  the  law 
relating  to  cattle-ph^ue,  and  shall  do  or  cause  to  be  done  all 
things  from  time  to  time  necessary  for  the  eficctual  execution  of 
the  same. 
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CkAPTER  Z.—PLEUfeO-PNEUMONIA. 
DiUy  of  Police  on  Notice  of  Pleura- Pneumonia. 

12.  The  constable  to  whom  notice  of  the  fact  of  a  head  of  cattle 
being  affected  with  plcuro- pneumonia,  or  with  disease  tuppotted 
to  be  pleuro-pDeumoniBi,  is  given,  under  Section  thirtj-one  of  Um 
Act  of  1878,  shall  forthwith  give  informatiou  thereof  to  an 
laepector  of  the  Local  AutJioritj,  who  shall  forthwith  report  the 
8une  t«  tiio  r»cal  Atuhoiity. 

Optional  Notice  of  Disease  or  Illness. 

13.  Any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge 
&  head  of  cattle  oJlected  with  pleuro- pneumonia,  or  with  any  illneea, 
or  suBpccted  of  being  so  affected,  besides  giving  auch  notice  to  a 
constable  bb  he  ia  rcqiiiral  by  Section  thirty-one  of  the  Act  oE 
1878  to  give,  may,  if  ho  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the 
head  of  cattle  being  so  affected,  or  suspected,  to  tho  Inspeetor  ot 
the  Local  Authority. 

X>uf^  of  Inspector  to  act  immediateiff. 

14.  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whattcever  information  ut  the  supposed  existence  m 
pleuro-pneumonia,  or  having  reasoosble  ground  to  suspect  the 
existence  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  siiall  proceed  with  all  practicable 
speed  to  the  place  where  such  pleuro-pneumonia,  according  to  the 
information  received  by  him,  exists,  or  is  suspected  to  exist,  and 
shall  there  and  elsewhere  put  in  force  and  discliarge  the  powers 
■lid  duties  by  or  under  the  Act  of  1878,  and  any  Order  of  Council, 
conferred  and  imposed  on  him  as  Inijiector. 

Movement  into  or  out  <^  Pleura- Pneumonia  Infecttd  Place. 

15.  "So  cattle  shall  be  moved  into  or  out  of  a  Pleoro- 
Fneumonia  Infected  Place  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Article  (that  is  to  say)  : 

I. — Movement  into, 
(a.)  Cattle  not  afiected  with  pleuro-poeumonia  may  be  moved 
into  a  Fleuro-Pneumonin  Infected  Place,  at  uny  time  and  from 
time  to  time  after  a  Veleriuary  Inspector  has  reported  in  writing 
to  the  Local  Authority  that  all  the  cattle  wliich  were  in  the 
Infected  Place  at  the  tune  when  it  was  declared  infected  by  the 
Local  Authority  have  died  or  been  slaughtered,  or  have  been 
moved  thereout,  and  that  pleuro-pneumonia  doea  not  e,T.w\,  \!w!S««v, 
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and  that  the  cow-sheds  or  other  places  where  the  diseased  catUe 
were  kept  therein  have  been,  as  far  as  practicable,  cleansed 
tind  disinfected. 

U. — Movement  out. 

(6.)  Cattle  affected  with  pleuro-pncumonia  may,  under  a 
Special  Order  of  Council  made  on  the  application  of  a  Local 
Authontj,  be  moved  out  of  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infected  Place, 
for  slaughter,  in  the  manner  and  on  the  conditions  in  that  Special 
Order  specified,  but  not  otherwise  ;  which  Special  Order  will  only 
be  made  on  the  Privy  Council  being  satisfied  by  the  Local 
Authority,  that  the  slaughter  of  diseased  cattle  in  Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia Infected  Places  in  the  District  of  the  Local  Authority  is 
impracticable  or  would  be  highly  inconvenient. 

(e.)  Cattle  not  affected  with  plouro-pneumonia  may  be  moved 
out  of  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infected  Place  in  accordance  with 
the  following  Begnlations  (that  is  to  say)  : 

(Regulation  A. — For  Slaughter.) 

(i.)  The  cattle  may  be  moved  out  of  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia 
Infected  Place  to  a  specified  slaughter-house  for  the  purpose  of 
being  there  forthwith  slaughtered. 

(ii.)  For  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  as 
aforesaid  there  must  be  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Movement  Licence 
of  the  Local  Authority  (Form  C)  granted  on  such  a  certificate 
of  a  Veterinary  Inspector  as  is  described  in  that  Movement 
Licence. 

(iii.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  is  wholly 
in  the  District  of  the  same  Local  Authority,  the  cattle  so  moved 
shall  be  moved  to  the  si)ecified  slaughter-house  under  the  direction 
and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  oflicer  of  the  Local 
Authority ;  and  he  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate 
slaughter  there  of  the  cattle,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  the 
Locsd  Authority  the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there. 

(iv.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  is  to  be 
into  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority,  there  must  also  be  a 
Movement  Licence  of  that  other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or 
referring  to  the  first-mentioned  Licence  ;  which  second  Licence 
must  be  granted  before  the  cattle  are  moved  into  the  District  of 
that  other  Local  Authority. 

(v.)  The  cattle  so  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other 
Local  Authority  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  slaughter-house 
under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  they  are  moved  ;  and 
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he  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate  slaughter  there  of 
the  cattle,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  both  the  Local  Authorities 
the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there. 

(Regulation  B. — For  other  Purposes.) 

(vi.)  The  cattle  may  be  moved  out  of  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia 
Infected  Place  to  a  specified  place  other  than  a  slaughter-house 
for  purposes  of  feeding,  or  other  ordinary  purposes  connected  with 
the  breeding  of  cattle,  or  for  the  purpose  of  isolation. 

(vii.)  For  the  movement  to  the  specified  place  as  aforesaid  there 
must  be  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Movement  Licence  of  the  Local 
Authority  (Form  D)  granted  on  such  a  certificate  of  a  Veterinary 
Inspector  as  is  described  in  that  Movement  Licence. 

(viii.)  The  cattle  so  moved  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  place 
under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer 
of  the  Local  Authority. 

(ix.)  The  cattle,  after  they  are  received  at  the  specified  place, 
shall  not  be  again  moved  except  with  a  further  Licence  of 
the  Local  Authority. 

(x.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  place  is  to  be  into  the 
I)istrict  of  another  Local  Authority,  there  must  also  be  a  Move- 
ment Licence  of  that  other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or 
referring  to  the  first-mentioned  Licence ;  which  second  Licence 
must  be  granted  before  the  cattle  are  moved  into  the  District  of 
that  other  Local  Authority. 

(xi.)  The  cattle  so  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other 
Local  Authority  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  place  under  the 
direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  they  are  moved. 

(xii.)  The  cattle,  after  they  are  received  at  the  specified  place  in 
the  District  of  that  other  Local  Authority,  shall  not  be  again 
moved  except  with  a  further  Licence  of  that  other  Local  Authority. 

III. — Limitation. 

(</.)  Nothing  in  this  Article  shall  authorize  the  granting  of  a 
Licence  by  a  Local  Authority  for  the  movement  of  cattle  to  a 
public  or  private  sale. 

PtMic  and  Private  Sales  in  PUuro- Pneumonia  Infected  Area* 

16. — (1.)  No  public  or  private  sale  of  cattle,  fat  or  ston>,  shall  be 
held  in  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infected  Area,  otherwise  than  in 
accordance  with  the  following  Eegulations  (that  is  to  say)  : 
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(Regulation  A. — ^Public  Sale  of  Pat  Cattle  by  Licence  of  Local 

Authority.) 

(2.)  A  public  sale  of  fat  cattle  may  l>e  held  in  a  Pleuro- 
pneumonia Infecterl  Area,  with  a  Licence  of  the  Local  Authority, 
on  the  followinj:^  conditions  (namely)  : 

(i.)  Every  head  of  cattle  exposed  at  the  public  sale  so  licensed 
shall,  after  its  arrival  thereat,  and  before  it  is  moved  there- 
from,  be   marked  by   and  at   the    expense    of   the  owner, 
consignee,  or  other  person  exposing  it,  by  the  clipping  of  a 
broad  arrow,  about  live  inches  long,  on  the  left  hind  quarter, 
(ii.)  Every  head  of  cattle  that  is  exposed  at  the  public  sale  so 
licensed,  whether  it  is  sold  thereat  or  not,   shall  either  be 
slaughtered  at  the  place  where  the  sale  is  hold,  or  be  moved 
therefrom    to    a    specified    slaughter-house    and    be   there 
slaughtered, 
(iii.)  Every   head    of    cattle   that   is   exposed   at  the   public 
sale  so  licensed,  whether  it  is  sold  thereat  or  not,  shall  be 
slaughtered  within  six  days  after  the  day  on  which  the  sale  is 
held. 
(3.)  For  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-housa  as  afore- 
said there   must  ho  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Movement  Licenco  of 
the  Local  Authority  (Form  F). 

(4.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  slauglitei'-house  is  to  be 
into  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority,  whether  into  a 
Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infected  Area  or  not,  there  must  also  be  a 
Movement  Licence  of  that  other  Ix)cal  Authority  indorsed  on  or 
referring  to  the  first-mentioned  Licence  (subject  nevertheless  to 
the  provisions  of  Chaptfu:  8  as  to  agreements  between  Local 
Authorities  respecting  movement)  ;  which  second  Licence  must 
be  granted  before  the  cattle  are  moved  into  the  District  of  that 
other  Local  Authority. 

(o.)  A  Licence  of  a  Local  Authority  for  a  public  sale  of  fat 
cattle  under  this  Article  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Local 
Authority,  by  special  direction  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  shall 
give  notice  of  the  conditions  contained  in  this  Article  by  specifying 
the  same  as  conditions  on  which  the  Licence  is  granted,  and  may 
impose  such  further  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  Local  Autliority 
think  expedient,  and  shall  be  granted  to  the  person  entitlwl  to 
hold  the  sale  (as  owner  of  a  market,  or  as  an  auctioneer,  or  other- 
wise), and  shall  specify  the  place  where  the  sale  is  to  be  held,  and 
may  authorize  the  holding  of  periodical  sales  on  stated  days  for  a 
time  limited,  not  exceeding  one  month,  but  may  be  renewed  iVoni 
time  to  time,  and  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  Local 
Authority  consider  best  fitted  to  ensure  publicity  for  the  same. 
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(6.)  If  the  Privy  Council  are  of  opiDion,  with  r68|>eet  to  unj 
Licence  of  a  Local  Authority  for  a  public  sale  of  £at  cattle  under 
this  Article,  that  the  holding  of  the  public  sale  thereby  licensed 
is  inexpedient,  or  that  the  Licence  is  objectionable  in  any  par- 
ticular, and  direct  the  revocation  thereof,  the  same  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  operate. 

(Regulation  1^. — Public  or  Private  Sale  of  Cattle,  Fat  or  Store, 
without  Licence  of  Local  Authority.) 

(7.)  A  public  or  private  sale  of  any  cattle,  fat  or  store,  may  be 
held  in  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infect<Kl  Area,  without  a  Licence  of 
the  Local  Authority,  in  any  case  where  the  sale  is  held  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  conditions  (namely)  : 

(i.)  That  the  sale  is  held  on  a  farm  or  premises  not  in  a 
Pleuro-Pneumonia  Infected  Place : 

(ii.)  That  no  head  of  cattle  on  the  farm  or  premises  is  affected 
with  pleuro-pneumonia : 

(Hi.)  That  each  head  of  cattle  exposed  at  the  sale  has  been  on 
the  farm  or  premises  not  less  than  fifty-six  clear  days  imme- 
diately before  the  day  on  which  the  sale  is  held,  without 
having  been  moved  therefrom  except  under  a  Pleuro-Pnea- 
monia  Occupation  Movement  Licence  (in  this  Chapter 
provided  for) : 

(iv.)  That  no  head  of  cattle  exposed  at  the  sale  has  been  in 
contact  with  any  cattle  brought  on  to  the  farm  or  premises 
within  those  fifty-six  days,  except  under  such  an  Occupation 
Movement  Licence. 

(8.)  Any  cattle  that  have  been  exposed  at  a  public  or  private 
sale  under  this  Article  may  be  moved  from  the  farm  or  premises 
on  which  the  sale  is  held  with  a  Pleuro-Pneumonia-  Movement 
Licence  of  the  Local  Authority  (Form  H)  granted  on  such  a 
declaration  (Form  B)  as  is  described  in  that  Moven^ent  Licence, 
and  in  addition  to  that  declaration  either  such  a  certificate  of  a 
Veterinary  Inspector  as  is  described  in  that  Movement  Licence  or, 
instead  of  tliat  certificatCi  i^  in  any  case  the  Local  Authority  think 
fit,  such  a  declarj^tion  (Form  A)  as  is  described  i^  that  Movement 
Licence,  but  not  otherwise.

The  floor  of  the  cow-shed  or  other  place  and  all  other 
parts  thereof  with  which  such  animal  or  its  droppings  or  any 
discharge  from  the  mouth  or  nostrils  of  such  animal  has 
come  in  contact  shall  be,  as  far  as  practicable,  thoroughly 
washed  or  scrubl)ed  or  scoured  with  water :  then 
(c.)  The  same  parts  of  the  cow-shed  or  other  place  shall  be 

washed  over  with  lime- wash, 
(ii.)  Cause   the   litter,   dung,  or    other    thing    that  has  been 
removed    from  the   cow-shed    or   other  place   to   be   forthwith 
disinfected,  burnt,  or  destroyed. 

(ill.)  Except  that  wher(i  any  place  as  aforesaid  is  not  cu{)able 
of  being  so  cleansed  and  disinfected,  it  shall  be  sufficient  if  such 
place  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  far  as  practicable. 

Chapter  3.— FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DLSEASE. 

Duty  of  Police  on  Notice  of  Foot-and- Mouth  Disease, 

22.  The  constable  to  whom  notice  of  the  fact  of  an  animal 
being  affected    with    foot-and-mouth    disease,  or    wltK   ^>a»iR. 
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supposed  to  be  foot-And-moiith  disease,  is  given,  under:  Seotibn 
thirty-one  of  the  Act  of  1878,  shall  forthwith  give  inferroatibn 
thereof  to  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority,  who  shall  foithwith 
report  the  same  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Optional  Notice  of  Disease  or  Illness, 

23.  Any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge 
an  atiimal  affected  with  foot-and-mouth  disease,  or  with  any  illness, 
or  suspected  of  being  so  affected,  besides  giving  such  notice  to  a 
constable  as  he  is  required  by  Section  thirty*oue  of  the  Act  of 
187H  to  give,  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the 
animal  being  so  aflTected  or  suspected,  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Local 
Aufhority. 

Duty  of  Inspector  to  act  immediately, 

24.  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  information  of  the  supposed  existence  of 
foot-and-mouth  disease,  or  having  retuiionabie  ground  to  suspect 
the  existence  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  shall  proceed  with  all 
practicable  speed  to  the  place  where  such  foot-and-mouth  disesse, 
according  to  the  information  recoive^l  by  him,  exists,  or  is  sus- 
pected to  exist,  and  shall  there  and  elsewhere  put  in  force  and 
dischnrge  the  powers  and  duties  by  cr  under  the  Act  of  1878,  and 
any  Order  of  Council,  conferred  and  imposed  on  him  as  Inspector. 

Movemeiit  into  or  out  of  Foot- and- Mouth  Disease  Infected  Place, 

25.  No  animal  shall  bo  moved  into  or  out  of  a  Foot*and- 
Month  Disease  Infected  Place  otherwise  than  in  nccordance  with 
the  provij»ions  of  this  Article  (that  is  to  say) :

{b,)  Hams  not  affectod  with  foot-and-mouth  disease  may  at  any 
time  be  moved  into  a  Foot-and-Mouth  Disca^^e  Infected  Place  for 
the  purpose  of  the  breeding  of  sheep,  in  accordance  with  tlit* 
followh\f]r  liogulations  (that  is  to  soy)  : 
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(i.)  For  the  movement,  into  tUc  Infected  Place  tliere  must,  be  a 
Dcence  of  the  Local  Autlioi'ity  of  the  Dietrict  in  wbieli  the  Infected

nnder  the  diri-ctiou  und  in  chaise  of  on  Inopector  or  otlier  officer 
of  the  Locul  Authoiitj-.

For  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  as  afore- 
said them  must  be  a  Jf'oot-and-KIouth  Disease  Movement  Licence 
of  the  Local  Authority  (Form  X). 

(4.)  If  the  movement  to  tiic  specilicd  slaughter-hoaae  is  to  be 
into  tJie  District  of  another  Local  Authority,  whether  into  a 
Foot-aud- Mouth  Disease  Infected  Area  or  not,  there  must  also  be 
•  Movement  Licence  of  that  other  Local  Anthority  indorsed  on 
or  referring  to  the  firsl-nientioned  Licence  (subject  nevertheless 
to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  t<  as  to  agreements  between  Local 
Authoritiefl  respecting  movement) ;  which  second  Licence  must 
be  granted  before  the  animal  is  moved  into  the  District  of  that 
other  Local  Anthority. 
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(5.)  A  licence  of  a  Local  Authority  for  a  public  sale  of  fat 
animals  under  this  Article  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Local  Authority,  by  special  direction  of  the  Local  Authority,  and 
shall  give  notice  of  the  conditions  contained  in  this  Article  by 
specifying  the  same  as  conditions  on  which  the  licence  is  granted, 
and  may  impose  such  further  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  Local 
Authority  tliink  exi>cdicnt,  and  shall  be  granted  to  the  person 
entitled  to  hold  tlie  sale  (as  owner  of  a  market,  or  as  an  auctiootfer 
or  otherwise),  and  shall  specify  the  place  where  the  sale  is  to  be 
held,  and  may  authorize  the  holding  of  periodical  sales  on  stated 
days,  for  a  time  limited,  not  exceeding  one  month,  but  may  be 
renewed  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  be  published  in  such  manner 
as  the  Local  Authority  consider  best  fitted  to  insure  publicity  for 
the  same. 

(6.)  If  the  Privy  Council  are  of  opinion,  with  respect  to  any 
licence  of  a  Local  Authority  for  a  public  sale  of  fat  animals  under 
tills  Article,  that  the  holding  of  the  public  sale  thereby  licensed 
is  inexpedient,  or  that  the  licence  is  objectionable  in  any  par- 
ticular, and  direct  the  revocation  thereof,  the  same  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  operate.

(iv.)  That  no  animal  exposed  at  the  i?ale  has  been  in  contact 
with  any  animal  brought  on  to  the  farm  or   premises  within 
those   fourteen   days,    except    under    such    an     Occupation 
Movement  Licence. 
(8.)  An  animal  that  has  been  exposed  at  a  public  or  prirate 
sale  under  this  Article  may  be  moved  from  the  farm  or  premises 
on  which  the  sale  is  held  with  a  Foot-and-Mouth  Disease  More- 
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raent  Licence  of  the  Local  Authority  (Fonn  Z)  granted  on  such  a 
declaration  (Form  T)  as  is  described  in  that  Movement  Licence, 
and  in  addition  to  that  declaration  either  such  a  certificate  of

36  Any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  chat^  a 
sheep  affected  with  nheep-pox,  or  with  any  illness,  or  suspected 
of  being  so  affected,  besides  giving  such  notice  to  a  constable  as 
he  is  required  by  Section  thirty-ono  of  the  Act  of  IfiJH  to  give, 
may,  if  he  thinlEH  tit,  give  notice  of  the  fiiet  of  the  sheep  being 
so  affected,  or  buspeeled,  lo  thn  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority. 

IhUlf  of  iHSjiectoT  to  act  imtucdiateiy. 

36.  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 

manner  whatsoever    information   of  the  supposed    existeneo  of

of  shcep-pox,  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable  speed  to  the  place

37. — (!•)  Where  it  appears  to  on  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authoritr 
that  sheep-pox  exists,  or  has  within  ten  days  existed,  in  a  she^ 
field,  or  other  place,  he  shall  forthwith  make  and  agn  a 
declaration  thereof.

If  the  Local  Authority  are  not  satisfied  of  the  correctness 
of  the  Inspector's  declaration  as  regards  the  existence  or  past 
existence  of  disease,  they  shall  by  order  determine  and  declare 
accordingly;  and  thereupon,  as  from  the  time  specified  in  that 
behalf  in  their  order,  the  shed,  field,  or  other  place  to  which  the 
Inspector's  declaration  relates  shall  cease  to  be  a  Sheep-IV>x 
.Infected  Place. 
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(9«)  The  Local  Authoritj  tjhali  forthwith  report  to  the  Privy 
Coi^iffil  ,I^Q  dedaratioD  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  proceedings 
of/  Ihie  Local  Axithosliy  thereon.

Slaughter  in  Sheep-Pox,

dealt  with  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  time  to  time  giiri 
by  the  Privy  Council.

43.  The  contttable  to  whom  notice  of  the  fact  of  a  sheep 
being  aScctnl  mtb  sheep-scab,  or  with  disease  supposed  to  bu 
elieep-acab,  is  given,  under  Section  tliirty-one  of  tho  Aj;t  of  187S, 
shall  furihwith  give  infoi-mntion  thereof  to  an  Inspector  of  the 
Local  Authority,  who  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  Local 
Authority, 

Optional  Notice  of  Disease  or  Illness. 

44.  Any  person  havincr  in  his  possesion  or  under  his  charge  a 
slieep  alFecterf  with  sheep-seab,  or  with  any  illness,  (»r  snspected 
of  being  »o  affected,  besidas  giving  such  notice  to  a  constable  as 
ho  is  rer|uirpd  by  Section  thirty-one  of  the  Act  of  1878  to  give, 
may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the  sheep  being  so 
affected,  or  suspeeted,  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Duty  t^' Inspector  to  net  immediately. 

45.  All  Inspcirtor  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whatsoevec  information  of  the  supposed  existence  of 
sheep-scab,  or  having  reasonable  ground  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  sheep-scab,  shall  proceed  with  all  practicablo  speed  to  thb  l^huie 
where  such  sheep-scab,  according  to  the  Information  receiveS'^^ 
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him,  exists,  or  is  suspected  to  exist,  and  shall  there  and  else- 
where put  in  force  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  by  or 
under  the  Act  of  1878,  and  any  Order  of  Council,  conferred  and 
imposed  on  him  as  Inspector. 

TVecUment  for  Sheep-Scab. 

46.  A  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge  a 
sheep  affected  with  sheep-scab,  shall  treat  that  sheep,  or  cause  it 
to  be  treated,  with  some  dressing  or  dipping  or  other  remedy  {at 
sheep-scab. 

Regulations  of  Local  Authority  as  to  Sheep^Scab. 

47.  A  Local  Authority  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  Eego- 
lations  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  of  them  :

For  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  taking  out  of  any  field, 
shed,  or  other  place  of  the  skin,  fleece,  or  wool,  separate  from 
the  rest  of  the  carcase,  of  a  sheep  affected  with  or  suspected 
of  sheep-scab,  or  of  any  fodder,  litter,  or  other  thing  that  has 
been  in  contact  with  or  used  for  or  about  sheep  affected  witb 
or  suspected  of  sheep-scab  : 

but  nothing  in  any  such  Regulation  shall  authorize  movement  in 
contravention  of  Article  84  or  Article  87  or  other  provision  of  this  j 
Order  ;  and  a  Regulation  under  paragraph  (2.)  of  this  Artide  | 
shall  operate  so  long  only  as  sheep-scab  exists  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Local  Authority  in  any  field,  shed,  or  other  place  to  which 
the  Regulation  refers,  and  until  the  same  has  been,  as  far  as 
practicable,  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

Monthly  Returns  as  to  Sheep- Scab, 

48.  Where  an  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  finds  in  his 
District  sheep-scab,  he  shall  foithwith  make  a  return  thereof  ] 
to  the  Local  Authority  and  to  the  Privy  Council,  on  a  form 
provided  by  the  Privy  Council,  with  all  particulars  therein 
required,  and  shall  continue  to  so  make  a  return  thereof  on  the 
last  day  of  every  mouth,  except  where  the  last  day  is  Sunday,  ai|d 
fhen  on  the  last  day  but  one,  until  the  disease  has  ceased* 
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Chaptee  6.— glanders  AND  FARCY. ;

49.  Horses,  a^ee,  aad  mules  shall  be  animals,  and  glanders  and 
forcy  shall  be  diseases,  for  the  purposes  of  the  following  Sections 
of  the  Act  ot  1878  (namely)  :

50.  The  constable  to  whom  notice  of  tiie  &ct  of  a  herse,  ass,  or 
mnle  being  affected  with  glanders  or  farcy, or  with  disease  supposed 
to  be  glanders  or  farcy,  is  given,  under  Section  thir^-oiie  of  the 
Act  of  1878,  ae  extended  by  the  last  preceding  Article,  shall 
forthwith  give  information  thereof  to  an  Inspector  of  the  Local 
Anthority,  who  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  Local 
Anthori^. 

Optional  Notice  ofDiteate  or  Ulneu. 

5L  Any  person  having  in  his  posiessioD  or  under  bis  charge  a 
horse,  ass,  or  mule  affected  With  fenders  or  i^rcj,  or  with  any 
illoees,  or  suspected  of  being  so  affected,  besides  giring  such  notice 
to  a  constable  as  he  is  required  by  Section  thirty-one  of  the  Act  of 
I87S  to  give,  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the 
horse,  ass,  or  male  being  so  nSected,  or  suspected,  to  the  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Authority. 

i^ty  oflnipeetor  to  act  imtneduUefy. 

52.  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  information  of  the  snpposed  existence  of 
glanders  or  farcy,  or  having  reasonable  ground  to  suspect  the 
existence  of  glanders  or  fiircy,  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable 
speed  to  the  place  where  such  glanders  or  farcy,  according  to  the 
infonna^on  received  by  him,  exists,  or  is  suspected  to  exist,  and 
shall  there  and  elsewhere  put  in  fbrce  and  dlacharge  the  powers 
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and   duties  by  or  under  the  Act  of  1878,  and   any   Order  of 
Council,  conferred  and  imposed  oh  him  as  Inspector. 

Public  Warning  a^  to  Existence  of  Glanders  or  Farcy, 

53. — (!•)  'J^hc  Local  Authority,  may,  if  they  think  fit,  from 
time  to  time,  give  public  warning  by  placards,  advertisement,  or 
otherwise,  of  the  existence  of  glandeni  or  farcy  in  any  stable, 
building,  field,  or  other  place,  with  or  without  any  particular 
description  thereof,  as  they  think  fit,  and  may  continue  to  do  so 
during  the  existence  of  the  disease,  and,  in  case  of  a  staUe, 
building  or  other  like  place,  until  the  same  has  been  cleansed  ^d 
disinfected. 

(2.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  (without  authority 
or  excuse)  to  remove  or  deface  any  such  placard. 

Regulations  of  Local  Authority  as  to  Glanders  or  Farcy, 

54.  A  Local  Authority  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  Regula* 
tions  for  tlie  following  purposCH,  or  any  of  them  : 

(L)  For  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  movement  out  of  any 
stable,  building,  field,  or  other  pkce  of  a  horse,  ass,  or  muk 
affected  with  glanders  or  farcy  : 
(2.)  For  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  movement  out    of  any 
stable,  building,  field,  or  other  place  in  which  glaudera  or 
farcy  exists  of  a  horse,  ass,  or  mule  that  has  been   iu  contact 
with  or  in   the  same  stable,  building,  field,   or  other  place 
with  a  Korse,  ass,  or  mule  affected  with  glanders  or  farcy  : 
(3.)  ¥ox  regulating  the  taking    out    of  any   stable,    building, 
field,  or  other  place  of  any  fodder,  litter,  or  other  thing  that 
has  been  in  contact  with  or  used  for  or  about  a  horse,  ass,  or 
mule  aftected  with  or  suspected  of  glanders  or  farcy ; 
but  nothing  in  any  such  Regulation  shall  authorize  movement  in 
contravention  of  Article  84  or  Article  87  or  other  provision  of  this 
Order ;  and  a  Regulation  under  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Article  shall

disinfected- 

Slaughter  in  Glanders, 

55, — (L)  Where  a  person  having  a  horse,  ass,  or  mule  in  his 
possession  or  under  his  charge  gives  notice  to  a  constable  that  the 
horse,  ass,  or  mule  is  affected  with  glanders,  or  a  person  is  con- 
victed of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1878  by  reason  of  his 
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having  failed  to  give  audi  a  uoticc  in  respect  of  any  borae,  ass, 
or  uulei  tben,  if  at  aoy  time  thereafter  it  appears  to  the  Local 
Authority,  on  ft  special  repdrt  of  a  Veteiinary  Inspector  or 
Veterinary  Sui'peon,  that  the  hoi-se,  ass,  or  mule  is  affected  with 
glanders,  Rn<l  the  hor^,  ass,  or  nmte  is  alive  at  the  end  of 
fourteen  days  after  the  receipt  by  the  Local  Authority  of  that 
special  report,  the  Local  Authority  may,  if  they  think  fit,  n-ithiu 
seven  days  thereafter  eervi'  on  the  owner  of  the  horse,  ass,  or 
mule  n  notice  in  writing  requiring  him  to  slaughter  it,  or  to 
permit  them  to  slaughter  it,  williin  a  reasonable  time  specified  in 
the  notice. 

(2.)  If  in  any  case  the  owner  fails  to  comply  with  the  requi- 
sition of  the  notice  of  the  Local  Authority,  be  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  tlie  Act  of  lbT8,  unless  he  shows  to 
the  satisfactii)n  of  the  court  of  summitry  jurisdiction  before  which 
he  is  chargeil  that  the  horse,  ass,  or  mule  is  not  atTecled  with 
glanders,  or  that  the  slaughter  thereof  is  for  any  reason 
uanecnssary  or  inexpedient. 

(3.)  The  provisions  of  this  Article  may  be  put  in  force,  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion  I'equires,  in  relation  to  the  same 
horse,  ass,  or  mule  on  a  further  s^iecial  report  as  aforesaid. 

Exemption  of  Army  Department  and  Veterinary  College. 

56.  Nothing  in  this  Order  applies  to  horses,  asses,  or  mules 
kept  in  stables  of  military  barracks  or  camps  under  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  Army  Veterinary  Mcsdical  Department,  or  to 
horses,  asses,  or  mules  kept  in  stables  of  any  Veterinary  College 
affiliated  to  the  Kojal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 

CnAPTEE  7.— SWISE-FEVEU. 
Exttniion  of  Act  (f  ISin. 

57.  Swine-Fever,  that  is  to  saj-,  the  disease  chilled  or  knowa 
as  typhoid  fever  of  swine,  soldier,  purples,  red  disease,  hog 
cholera,  or  swine  plague,  shall  be  a  di-;case  for  the  purposes 
of  the  following  Sections  of  the  Act  of  1^78  (namely)  : 

Section  twenty-seven  ^disease  during  transit). 

Section  twenty-ei"ht  (infected  places  and  areas). 

Sections  twenty-nine  and  thirty  (slaughter  and  compensation). 

Section  thirty-one  (notice  of  disease). 

Section  thirty-two  (Orders  of  Council). 

Section  tiiiy  (powers  of  police). 

Section  filly-one  (powers  of  inspectors.) 

Section  fi%-foar  (exclusion  of  strangers). 
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and  of  all  other  sections  of  the  Act  containing  provisions  relative 
to  or  consequent  on  the  provisions  of  those  Sections,  including 
such  Sections  as  provide  for  offences  and  procedure. 

Duly  of  Police  on  Notice  of  Swine  Fever. 

58.  The  constable  to  whom  notice  of  the  fact  of  a  pig  bttng 
affected  with  swine-fever,  or  with  disease  supposed  to  be  swine- 
fever,  is  given,  under  Section  tliirty-one  of  the  Act  of  1878,  as 
extended  by  the  last  preceding  Article,  shall  forthwith  give 
information  thereof  to  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authorttj, 
who  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Optional  Notice  of  Disease  or  Illness. 

69.  Any  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  his  charge 
a  pig  affected  with  swine-fever,  or  with  any  illness,  or  suspected 
of  being  so  affected,  besides  giving  such  notice  to  a  constable  as  he 
is  required  by  Section  thirty-one  of  the  Act  of  1878  to  give, 
may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  give  notice  of  the  fact  of  the  pig  being  so 
affected,  or  suspected,  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority. 

DtUy  of  Inspector  to  act  i?nmediat€lt/, 

60.  An  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority  on  receiving  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  inforraatiou  of  the  supposed  existence  of 
swine-fever,  or  having  reasonable  ground  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  swine-fever,  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable  speed  to  the  place 
where  such  swine-fever,  according  to  the  information  received  by 
him,  exists,  or  is  suspected  to  exist,  and  shall  there  and  else- 
where put  in  force  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  by  or 
under  the  Act  of  1878,  and  any  Order  of  Council,  confen'ed  and 
imposed  on  him  as  Inspector. 

Declaration  of  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place. 

61. — (1.)  Where  it  appears  to  an  Inspector  of  a  Local  Authority 
that  swine-fever  exists,  or  lias  within  ten  days  existed,  in  a  pig- 
sty, shed,  or  other  place,  he  shall  forthwith  make  and  sign  a 
declaration  thereof. 

(2.)  He  shall  serve  a  notice,  signed  by  him,  of  the  declaration  on 
the  occupier  of  that  pig-sty,  shed,  or  other  place. 

(3.)  Thereupon  that  pig-sty,  shed,  or  other  place  shall  become 
and  be  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place,  subject  to  the  determi- 
nation and  declaration  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(4.)  The  Inspector  shall,  with  all  practicable  speed,  inform  the 
Local  Authority  of  his  declaration  and  notice,  and  shall  send  his 
declaration  and  a  copy  of  his  notice  to  the  Local  Authority. 
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cases,  may  be  made  without  a  Movement  Licence  of  tiie  secondly- 
mentioned  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring  to  the 
Movement  Licence  of  the  first-mentioned  Local  Authority. 

(2.)  Where  an  Infected  Area  comprises  the  whole  or  parts 
of  the  Districts  of  more  Local  Authorities  than  one,  then,  not- 
withstandino:  anything  in  this  Part,  those  Local  Authorities,  or 
any  two  of  them,  may,  if  they  think  fit,  from  time  to  time,  agree 
that  animals  may  be  moved  out  of  the  District  of  one  of  those 
Local  Authorities  agreeing  into  the  District  of  another  of  those 
Local  Authorities  agreeing,  without  a  Movement  Licence  of  that 
other  Local  Authority. 

(3.)  Every  agreement  under  this  Article  shall  be  expressed  to 
be,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute,  a  Licence  for  movement  in 
each  case  to  which  it  relates. 

(4.)  Where  any  such  agreement  is  in  operation  the  Move- 
ment Licence  of  the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  the 
movement  is  to  be  made  (Form  F,  H,  O,  P,  Q,  X,  Z,  FF,  GG, 
HH,  00,  QQ,  WW,  XX,  YY)  mav  be  modified  accordingly. 

(5.)  Every  such  agreement  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by  the 
respective  clerks  of  the  Local  Authorities,  by  special  direction  of 
the  respective  Local  Authorities,  and  may  be  at  any  time  revoked 
by  either  of  the  Local  Authorities  parties  thereto,  and  every  such 
agreement  or  revocation  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the 
respective  Local  Authorities  consider  best  fitted  to  insure  publicity 
for  the  same. 

(6.)  Notice  in  writing  of  every  such  agreement  shall  be  given 
by  the  Local  Authorities  agreeing  to  every  railway  company 
having  a  railway  in  the  District  of  either  of  those  Local  Autho- 
rities, and  no  railway  company  shall  be  bound  to  have  regard 
to  any  agreement  of  which  notice  is  not  so  given. 

(7.)  Notice  of  the  revocation  or  determination  of  any  such 
agreement  shall  be  given  in  like  manner  to  every  sudi  railway 
company ;  and  every  agreement  of  which  notice  is  so  given 
shall,  as  regards  each  railway  company  be  treated  as  in  force 
until  notice  of  the  revocation  or  determination  thereof  is  so  given. 

(8.)  If  at  any  time  the  Privy  Council  are  satisfied  with  respect 
to  any  such  agreement  that  the  same  is  objectionable  in  any 
particular,  and  direct  the  revocation  thereof,  the  same  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  operate. 

Chapter  9 — General  Regulations  as  to  Movement 

Licences. 

Forms  of  Movement  Licence, 

75.  The  Forms  of  Movement  Licence  are  part  of  this  Order, 
and  shall  be  used  as  indicated  in  this  Order,  with  such  variations 
as  circumstances  require. 
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(b.)  In  ovory  other  oaoc  the  oompcnflation  obaU.botho 
value  of-tho  pig  immodiatoly  before  it  wcu)  olaughtercd) 
but  tjo  that  the  oomponsation— de—aot  ia  -aay— suoh  -ootio 
oxooed  fottf-pound&. 

Declaration  of  Freedom  from  Swine-Fever  by  Local  Aulkaritj/, 

63. — (!•)  Where  a  Local  Authority  have  declared  a  Swine- 
Fever  Infected  Place,  they  may,  if  they  think  fit,  at  any  time  after 
the  expiration  of  twonty-eight  days  froqi  the  date  of  the  cessation 
therein  of  that  disease,  but  not  sooner,  declare  by  order  that  Place 
to  be  free  from  swine-fever  :  Provided  that  such  declaration  shall 
not  be  made  unless  and  until  each  pig-sty,  shed,  or  other  place 
in  that  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place  in  which  a  pig  affected  with 
swine-fever  has  been  kept  while  so  affected,  or  has  died  or  been  ( 
slaughtered,  has  been  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows  : 

(a.)  The  pig-sty,  shed  or  other  place  has  been  swept  oat  and 
all  litter,  dung,  or  other  thing  that  has  been  in  contact  with, 
or  used  about  any  such  pig,  has  been  effectually  remoTcd 
therefrom :  and 
(b,)  The  floor  of  the  pig-vSty,  shed  or  other  place  and  all  other 
parts  thereof,  with  which  the  pig  or  its  droppings  has  come 
in  contact,  has  been,  as  far  as  prncticable,  thoroughly  washed 
or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water :  and 
(c.)  The  same  parts  of  the  pig-sty,  shed  or  other  place  have 

been  washed  over  with  lime-wash. 
(2.)  The  litter,  dung,  or  other  thing  that  has  been   removed 
from  the  pig-sty,  shed  or  other  place  has  been  disinfected,  burnt, 
or  destroyed. 

(3.)  Except  that  where  any  place  as  aforesaid  is  not  capable  <^ 

being  so   cleansed   and  (disinfected,  it  shall  be  sufficient   if  sucb 

place  has  been  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  far  as  practicable. 

Unended^      (4.)  The  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  the  require- 

wep.ees).  ments  of  this  Article  as  regards  cleansing  and  disinfection  shall  be 

defrayed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Movement  of  Swine  in  Swine-Fcvcr  Infected  Place. 

64.  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  restricts  movement  of  swioe  in  a  \ 
Swine-Fever  Infected  Place. 

Movement  of  Swine  into  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place. 

65,  No  pig  shall  be  moved  into  a  Swine-Fever  Infect-ed  Place. 
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Motetnent  of  Swine  out  of  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place, 

66.  Nu  pig  tiliail  bo  moveU  out  of  a  SviDe-F«ver  Infected 
Place  othi?rwiso  than  in  iiccorduiice  with  the  provtsious  of  this 
Article  (that  is  to  Gay)  : 

(i.)  Swine  not  affected  with  swine-fever  may  be  moved  out 
of  a  Swint-Fever  lufuctoil  I'Iimm  to  a  epecified  Hlaughter-houae 
for  (he  purpottc  of  being  there  forthwith  slaughtered. 

(i(.)  For  the  movemfait  to  the  specified  i-laughter-houBe  as 
aforesaid  thei*  must  be  a  Swine-Fever  Movement  Licence  of  the 
Local  Authority  (Form  MM)  granted  on  such  a  certificate  of  a 
Veterinary  Inspector  as  is  described  in  that  Movement  Licence. 

(iii.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  elaughter-house  is  wiiolly

67.  No  carcase  of  a  pig  shall  bo  taken  out  of  a  Swine-Fever 
Infected  Place  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Article  (that  is  to  say)  ; 

A  carcjise  of  a  pig  may  be  taken  out  of  a  Swine-Fever  Iqfepted 
place  on  the  following  conditions  (namely)  ; 

(i.)  "With  a  certificate  of  a  Veterinary  Inspector  certifying  that 

the  carcase  to  be  taken  out  is  not  the  carcase  of  a  pig  that 

was  Reeled  with  swine-fever ;  or 

(ii.)  With    a  Licence    of  a   Veterinary    Inspector  permitting 

the  carcase  to  be  taken  out  for  the  purpose  of  being  buried  or 
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destroyed;  in  which  latter  case  the  following  Regolfttions 
shall  apply : 

(a.)  The  Licence  shall  be  available  for  twelve  hoars,  and  no 
longer. 

(b.)  The  Licence  shall  specify  the  place  to  which  the  carcase  is 
to  bo  taken  for  burial  or  destruction,  and  it  shall  not  be 
taken  to  any  other  place. 

(c.)  If  the  removal  to  the  specified  place  is  wholly  in  the 
District  of  the  same  Local  Authority,  the  carcase  so  taken 
shall  be  taken  to  the  specified  place  under  the  direction  and 
in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the  Liocal 
Authority ;  and  he  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  imme- 
diate burial  or  destruction  there  of  the  carcase,  and  shall 
forthwith  report  to  the  Local  Authority  the  fact  of  the  burial 
or  destruction  there. 

(d.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  place  is  to  be  into  the 
District  of  another  Local  Authority,  there  must  also  be  a 
Licence  of  that  other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or 
referring  to  the  first-mentioned  Licence ;  which  second 
Licence  must  be  granted  before  tliQ  carcase  is  taken  into  the 
District  of  that  other  Local  Authority. 

(c.)  The  carcase  so  taken  into  the  District  of  that  other 
Local  Authority  shall  be  taken  to  the  specified  place  under 
the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of 
the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  it  is  taken ;  and  he 
shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate  burial  or  destmc- 
tion  there  of  the  carcase,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  both 
the  Local  Authorities  the  fact  of  the  burial  or  destruction 
there. 

Public  and  Private  Sales  in  Swine^Fever  Infected  Area, 

68, — (1.)  No  public  or  private  sale  of  a  pig  or  swine,  fat  or 
store,  shall  be  held  in  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Area,  otherwise  than 
in  accoixlance  with  the  following  Regulations  (that  is  to  say)  : 

(Regulation  A. — Public  Sale  of  Fat  Swine  by  Licence  of  Local 

Authority.) 

(2.)  A  public  sale  of  fat  swine  may  be  hold  in  a  Swine- 
Fever  Infected  Area,  with  a  Licence  of  the  Local  Authority,  on 
the  following  conditions  (namely)  : 
(i.)  Every  pig  exposed   at  the  public  sale  so  licensed   shall, 
after  its  arrival  thereat,  and  before  it  is  moved  therefrom,  be 
marked  by  and   at  the   expense   of  the  owner,  consignee, 
or  other  person  exposing  it,  as  follows : 
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By  the  paiuting  or  stamping  of  the  letter  M,  about  six  inches 
long,  on  the  left  side  of  the  pig  with  the  following  composition, 
namely :  Ilosin,  five  parts  ;  oil  of  turpentine,  two  parts  ;  and 
blue  or  red  ochre,  one  part ;  melted  and  used  warm :  or 
with  some  other  adhesive  composition  of  a  blue  or  red  colour. 

(ii.)  Every  pig  that  is  exposed  at  the  public  sale  so  licensed, 
whether  it  is  sold  thereat  or  not,  shall  either  be  slaughtered 
at  the  place  where  the  sale  is  held,  or  be  moved  thererrom  to 
a  specified  slaughter-house  and  be  there  slaughtered. 

(ill.)  Every  pig  that  is  exposed  at  the  public  sale  so  licensed, 
whether  it  is  sold  thereat  or  not,  shall  be  slaughtered  within 
six  days  after  the  day  on  which  the  sale  is  held. 

(3.)  For  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  as 
aforesaid  there  must  be  a  Swine-Fever  Movement  Licence  of  the 
Local  Authority  (Form  00). 

(4.)  If  the  movement  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  is  to  be 
into  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority,  whether  into  a 
Swine- Fever  Infected  Area  or  not,  there  must  also  be  a  Movement 
Licence  of  that  other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring 
to  the  first-mentioned  Licence  (subject  nevertheless  to  the  pix>- 
visions  of  Chapter  8  as  to  agreements  of  Local  Authorities  respect- 
ing movement) ;  which  second  Licence  must  be  granted  before 
the  pig  is  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other  Local  Authority. 

(5.)  A  Licence  of  a  Local  Authority  for  a  public  sale  of  fat 
swine  under  this  Article  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Local 
Authority  by  special  dii'ection  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  shaU 
give  notice  of  the  conditions  contained  in  this  Article  by  specify- 
ing the  same  as  conditions  on  which  the  Licence  is  granted,  and 
may  impose  such  further  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  Local  Authority 
think  expedient,  and  shall  be  granted  to  the  person  entitled  to  hold 
the  sale  (as  owner  of  a  market,  or  as  an  auctioneer,  or  otherwise), 
and  shall  specifv  the  place  where  the  sale  is  to  be  held,  and  may 
authorize  the  holding  of  periodical  sales  on  stated  days  for  a  time 
limited,  not  exceeding  one  month,  but  may  be  renewed  from  time 
to  time,  and  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  Local 
Authority  consider  best  fitted  to  insure  publicity  for  the  same.

(ii.)  That  no  pig  on  the  farm  or  premises  is  affected  with 
swine-fever : 

(iii.)  That  the  pig  or  each  pig  exposed  at  the  sale  has  been 
on  the  farm  or  premises  not  less  than  twenty-eight  clear  days 
immediately  before  the  day  on  which  the  sale  is  held,  without 
having  bcicn  moved  therefrom  except  under  a  Swine- Fever 
Occupation  Movement  Licence  (in  this  Chapter  provided 
for)  : 

(iv.)  That  no  pig  exposed  at  the  sale  has  been  in  contact  with 
any  pig  brought  on  to  the  farm  or  premises  within  those 
twenty-eight  days,  except  under  such  an  Occupation 
Movement  Licence. 

(8.)  A  pig  that  has  been  exposed  at  a  public  or  private  sale 
under  this  Article  may  be  moved  from  the  farm  or  premises  on 
which  the  sale  is  held  with  a  Swine-Fever  Movement  Licence  of 
the  Local  Authority  (Form  QQ)  granted  on  such  a  declaration

A  fit  person  appointed  by  the  Local  Authority  may,  if 
the  Local  Authority  think  fit,  on  the  ret^uest  of  the  person  holding 
any  public  sale  lieengcd  uuUor  or  authorized  by  this  Article  (other 
than  a  market  or  fair)  or  any  private  sale  authorized  by  or 
licensed  under  this  Article,  attend  thereat,  and  grant  thereat  on 
behalf  of  the  Local  Authority  such  Swine-Fever  Movement 
Licences  as  are  required  under  this  Article. 

Movement  in  or  into  or  out  of  Sioine-Fever  Infected  Area, 

69,  Except  as  authorized  by  paragraphs  (3.)  (4.)  (8.)  and  (9.) 

of  the  last  preceding  Article,  no  pig  shall  be  moved  in  or  into 

or  ont    of   a    Swine-Fever  Infected    Area   otlierwiso    than  in 

accordance  with  the  following  R^ulations  (that  is  to  say)  : 

(Regulation  A. — Uovement  in.) 

S.)  Swine  may  be  moved  in  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Area 
n  Swine-Fever  Movement  Licence  of  the  Local  Authority 
(Form  WW)  granted  either  on  such  a  certificate  of  a  Veterinary 
Inspector  as  ia  described  in  that  Movement  Licence  or,  instead  of 
that  certificate,  if  in  any  case  the  Local  Authority  think  fit,  on  such 
a  declaration  (Form  KK)  as  is  described  in  that  Movement 
Licence,  the  movement  bring  wholly  !n  the  District  of  the  same 
Local  Authority.

70.  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  respecting  movement  of  swine 
affects  movement  in  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Area  in  any  case 
unless  the  movement  is  intended  to  be,  wholly  or  partly,  along  or 
across  a  highway  or  thoroughfare,  or  by  railway,  canal,  river,  or 
inland  navigation. 

Exception  of  Railways  from  Swine- Fever  Infected  Area. 

71.  Where  the  Privy  Council  have  declared  a  Swine-Fever 
Infected  Area,  there  shall  be  deemed  to  be  excepted  from  that 
Area,  the  lines  of  railway  within  that  Area,  so  far  as  those  lines 
ai*e  used  or  required  for  the  transit  of  swiue  through  that  Area, 
without  un trucking,  and  nothing  in  any  Order  of  the  Privy 
Council  declaring  such  Area  shall  be  deemed  to  interfere  with  that 
transit. 

Regulations  of  Local  Authority  as  to  Movement  into  their 
District  from  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority. 

72. — (!•)  A  Local  Authority  may,  with  the  view  of  prevent- 
ing the  introduction  of  swine-fever  into  their  District,  make,  from

{b,)  Swine  affected  with  swine-fever ;  or 
(c.)  Swine  by  railway  through    the  District   of  that   Loeal 
Authority,  without  untrucking. 

Declaration  of  Swine-Fever  Infected  Place  or  Area  fty 

Privy  Council, 

78.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  be  deemed  to  take  awaj  or 
abridge  the  power  of  the  Privy  Council,  by  Special  Order : 

(a.)  To  declare  any  pig-sty,  shed,  or  other  place,  with  or 
without  any  lands  or  buildings  adjoining  or  near  to  that 
pig-sty,  she<l,  or  other  place^  to  be  a  Swine-Fever  Infected 
Place:  or 

(//.)  To  extend  the  limits  of  a  Swine- Fever  Infected  Place  :  or 

(c.)  To  declare  any  Place  that  has  been  declared  either  by  a 
Local  Authority  or  by  the  Privy  Council  to  be  a  Swine- 
Fever  Infected  Place,  to  be  free  from  swine-fcver  :  or 

(d.)  To  declare  any  area  wherein  a  Swine-Fever  Infected 
Place  is  situate  to  be  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Area,  and 
to  extend  the  limits  of  such  an  Area :  or 

(e,)  To  declare  any  area  that  has  been  declared  by  the  Privy 
Council  to  be  a  Swine-Fever  Infected  Area,  or  some 
particular  portion  thereof,  when  there  is  not  within  that 
Area,  or  that  portion  thereof,  any  Swine-Fever  Infected 
Place,  to  be  free  from  swine-fever. 

CuAPTss  8. — Agrkemknts  of  Local  Authorities  rbspectikq 

Movement. 

74. — (L)  With  respect  to  the  movement  of  animals  under  this 
P&rt  from  an  Infected  Area  in  the  District  of  one  Local  Authority 
into  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority,  whether  into  an 
Infected  Area  or  not,  those  Local  Authorities  may,  if  they  think 
fit,  from  time  to  time,  notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Part, 
agree  that  movement  from  a  public  sale  of  fat  animals  licensed 
under  this  Part  to  a  specified  slaughter-house,  or  movement  in 
any  other  case  specified  in  the  agreement,  or  movement  in  all 
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cases,  may  be  mado  without  a  Movement  Liconco  of  the  secondly- 
mentioned  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring  to  the 
Movement  Licence  of  the  first-mentioned  Local  Authority. 

(2.)  Where  an  Infected  Area  comprises  the  whole  or  parts 
of  the  Districts  of  more  Local  Authorities  than  one,  then,  not- 
withstandincr  anything  in  this  Part,  those  Local  Authorities,  or 
any  two  of  them,  may,  if  they  think  fit,  from  time  to  time,  agree 
that  animals  may  bo  moved  out  of  the  District  of  one  of  those 
Local  Authorities  agreeing  into  the  District  of  another  of  those 
Local  Authorities  agreeing,  without  a  Movement  Licence  of  that 
other  Local  Authority. 

(3.)  Every  agreement  under  this  Article  shall  be  expressed  to 
be,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute,  a  Licence  for  movement  in 
each  case  to  which  it  relates. 

(4.)  Where  any  such  agreement  is  in  operation  the  Move- 
ment Licence  of  the  Tjocal  Authority  out  of  whose  District  the 
movement  is  to  be  made  ( Form  F,  H,  O,  P,  Q,  X,  Z,  FF,  GG, 
HH,  00,  QQ,  WW,  XX,  YY)  may  be  modified  accordingly. 

(5.)  Every  such  agreement  shall  be  in  writing  signed  by  the 
respective  clerks  of  the  Local  Authorities,  by  special  direction  of 
the  respective  Local  Authorities,  and  may  be  at  any  time  revoked 
by  either  of  the  Local  Authorities  parties  thereto,  and  every  such 
agreement  or  revocation  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the 
respective  Local  Authorities  consider  best  fitted  to  insure  publicity 
for  the  same. 

(6.)  Notice  in  writing  of  every  such  agreement  shall  be  given 
by  the  Local  Authorities  agreeing  to  every  railway  company 
having  a  railway  in  the  District  of  either  of  those  Local  Autho- 
rities, and  no  railway  company  shall  be  bound  to  have  regard 
to  any  agreement  of  which  notice  is  not  so  given. 

(7.)  Notice  of  the  revocation  or  determination  of  any  such 
agreement  shall  be  given  in  like  manner  to  every  sudi  railway 
company ;  and  every  agreement  of  which  notice  is  so  given 
shall,  as  regards  each  railway  company  be  treated  as  in  force 
until  notice  of  the  revocation  or  determination  thereof  is  so  given. 

(8.)  If  at  any  time  the  Privy  Council  are  satisfied  with  respect 
to  any  such  agreement  that  the  same  is  objectionable  in  any 
particular,  and  direct  the  revocation  thereof,  the  same  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  operate. 

Chapter  9.— General  Regulations  as  to  Movement 

Licences. 

Forms  of  MovemerU  Licence. 

75.  ^6  Forms  of  Movement  Licence  are  part  of  this  Order, 
and  shall  be  used  as  indicated  in  this  Order,  with  such  variatiQti& 
as  circumstances  require. 
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GratUiriff  of  3fov€ment  Licences, 

76, — (1.)  A  Local  Authority  may,  if  they  think  fit,  with- 
hold a  Movement  Licence  in  any  case  where  the  movement  <^ 
the  animals  proposed  to  be  moved  would  be  in  their  judgment 
inexpedient  or  improper.  • 

(2.)  No  Licence  for  movement  of  an  animal  granted  nnder  tliis 
Part  shall  be  available  >f  granted  by  the  owner  of  the  animal  to 
be  moved  or  by  his  agent,  or  by  the  owner  or  consignee  or  other 
person  selling  the  animal,  or  exposing  the  animal  for  sale,  or  by 
the  purchaser  thereof  or  by  his  agent,  or  by  the  auctioneer  or  other 
person  conducting  the  public  or  private  sale  at  which  the  animal  is 
exposed,  or  by  the  occupier  of  the  farm  or  premises  or  slaughter* 
house  from  or  to  which  the  animal  is  to  be  moved. 

Delivery  of  Certifiecttes  and  DeclareUions. 

77. — (1-)  A  Movement  Licence  granted  uuder  this  Part  is 
not  available  except  when  accompanied  by  the  certificate  or  by 
the  declarations  or  doclaratiou,  if  any,  on  which  it  is  granted. 

(2.)  The  person  granting  such  Movement  Licence  under  this 
Part,  shall,  K>r  the  identification  of  each  certificate  or  declaration 
produced  to  him,  mark  the  same  by  signing  his  name  thereon, 
with  the  date  of  the  production  thereof  to  him. 

(3.)  The  person  granting  such  Movement  Licence  shall  deliver 
the  certificate  and  the  declarations  or  declaration  produced  to  him, 
when  so  marked,  with  the  Licence,  to  the  person  receiving  the 
Licence  from  him. 

Production  of  TAcenccs  ;  Names  and  Addresses. 

78. — (1.)  Every  jwrson  in  charge  of  animals  being  moved, 
where  under  this  Pai*t  or  under  any  Hegulation  of  a  Local  Autho- 
rity under  this  Part  a  Movement  Licence  may  be  necessary,  shall, 
on  demand  of  a  Justice,  or  of  a  constable,  or  of  an  Inspector  or 
other  oificer  of  a  Local  Authority,  produce  and  show  to  him  the 
Movement  Licence,  if  any.  authorizing  the  movement^  and  shall 
allow  it  to  bo  i*ead  and  a  copy  of  or  extract  from  it  to  be  taken 
by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  produced. 

(2.)  Every  person  so  in  charge  shall,  on  demand  as  aforesaid, 
give  his  name  and  address  to  the  Justice,  or  Constable,  or 
Inspector  or  other  officer. 

CiiAPTKK  10. — Offences. 

79. — (1.)  If  A  public  or  a  private  sale  of  an  animal  or  a«»»«yifl, 
fat  or  store,  is^held  in  conlravQwlxoiv  o^  \X\\%"^«c\.,at  o^  a  Regnl^-

tion  made  by  a  Local  Authonty  under  the  provisions  of  this  Part, 
or  of  the  conditions  of  a  Licence  of  a  Local  Authority  or  of  tlie 
Privy  Council  thereunder,  the  person  holding  such  sale,  and  the 
occupier  of  the  place  or  farm  or  premises  where  the  sale  is  held, 
and  the  owner  or  consignee  of  each  animal  exposed  thereat,  and 
the  person  exposing  the  same  thereat,  and  the  auctioneer,  if  any, 
or  other  person  conducting  the  sale,  and  the  person,  if  any,  taking 
eotranoe-money  or  other  payment  for  admission  thereto,  and  the 
purchaser  thereat  of  any  animal,  such  last-mentioned  person  or 
such  purchaser  knowing  the  sale  to  be  held  in  contravention  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts 
and  defftults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of 
1878. 

(2.)  If  an  animal  is  not  marked  as  required  by  this  Part,  or 
of  a  Ilegulation  made  by  a  Local  Authority  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Part,  or  of  the  conditions  of  a  Licence  of  a  Local  Autho- 
rity or  of  the  Pi'ivy  Council  thereunder,  the  owner,  consignee,  or 
other  person  exposing  the  same,  and  the  person  for  the  time  being 
in  charge  thereof,  and  the  purchaser  thereof,  and  the  person 
holding  the  sale,  and  the  auctioneer,  if  any,  or  other  person 
conducting  the  sale,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of 
his  own  acts  and  de&ults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
the  Act  of  1878. 

(3.)  If  any  person,  with  a  view  to  unlawfully  evade  or  defeat 
the  operation  of  this  Part,  by  clipping,  or  washing,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  takes  out,  effaces,  or  obliterates,  or  attempts  to  ttdcc  out^ 
efface,  or  oblit<iratc,  any  mark  clipped,  painted,  or  stamped  on 
an  animal,  as  reouired  by  this  Part,  or  by  a  Regulation  made  by 
a  Local  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  this  Part,  or  of  the 
conditions  of  a  Licence  of  a  Local  Authority  or  of  the  Privy 
Council  thereunder,  the  person  doing  the  same,  and  the  person 
causing,  directing,  or  permitting  the  same  to  be  done,  and  the 
owner  of  the  animal,  and  the  person  for  the  time  being  in  charge 
thereof,  shall,  each  acconling  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts  and 
defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1878. 

(4.)  If  an  animal  is  not  slaughtered  as  required  by  this  Part,  or 
of  a  Regulation  made  by  a  Local  Authority  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Part,  or  of  the  conditions  of  a  Licence  of  the  Local  Autho- 
rity or  of  the  Privy  Council  thereunder,  the  person  failing  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  so  slaughtered  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  the  Act  of  1878. 

(5.)  If  an  animal  is  moved  in  contravention  of  this  Part,  or 
of  a  Regulation  made  by  a  Local  Authority  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Part,  or  of  the  conditions  of  a  Movement  Licence  thereunder 
the  owner  of  the  animal,  nnd  tho  person  for  the  time  bc\w^  \\n. 
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charge  thereof,  and  the  person  causing,  directing,  or  permitting  the 
movement,  and  the  person  moving  or  convejing  the  animal,  and 
the  owner  and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  in  which 
it  is  moved,  and  the  consignee  or  other  person  receiving  or  keep- 
ing it,  knowing  it  to  have  been  moved  in  contravention  as  afore- 
said, shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts  and 
defaults,  be  deemed  guiltj  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1878. 

(6.)  If  a  person  in  charge  of  animals  being  moved,  where  under 
this  Part,  or  under  a  Regulation  made  by  a  Local  Aathoritj 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Part,  a  Movement  Licence  is  neces- 
sary, on  demand  made  under  this  Part,  fails  to  give  his  true  name 
and  address,  or  gives  a  false  name  or  address,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of  1878. 

Chapter  U. —  Pleuro-Pneumoxia  or  Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease  or  Swine-Fever  found  in  a  Market, 
Railway  Station,  Grazing- Park,  or  otjikr  like  Place, 
OR  during  Transit. 

Special  Provisions  for  these  Cases, 

80.  By  virtue  of  Section  twonty-s<iven  of  the  Act  of  1878, 
where  an  animal  is  found  to  be  affected  with  pleuro-pneumonia 
or  foot-and-mouth  disease  or  s wine-fever — 

(fi.)  While  exposed  for  sale  or  exhibited  in  a  market,  fair,  sale- 
yard,  place  of  exhibition,  or  other  place  ;  or 

(b,)  While  placed  in  a  lair  or  other  place  before  exposure  for 
sale ;  or 

(c.)  While  being  in  or  on  a  landing-plact^  or  wharf  or  niilway 
station  or  other  place  during  tmnsit ;  or 

(d.)  While  in  course  of  being  moved  by  land  or  by  water  ;  or 

(€.)  While  being  on  common  or  nninclosed  land ;  or 

(/.)  While  being  in  a  cow-shed,  field,  yard,  sty,  farm,  park,  or 
other  place  wherein  animals  of  different  ownere  are  taken  in  for 
shelter,  or  for  rest,  or  for  grazing,  or  for  any  other  purpose  ;  or 

(g.)  While  being  in  any  other  place  not  in  the  possession  or 
occupation  or  under  the  control  of  the  owner  of  the  animal ; 

Then  the  following  Regulations  shall  apply  in  the  several 
cases  following  (namely) : 

(Regulation  A. — Pleuro- Pneumonia.) 

(i.)  Where  pleuro-pneumonia  is  so  found  to  exist,  the  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Authority  shall  seise  and  detain  all  the  cattle  affected 
with  that  disease. 

(ii.)  The  Local  Authority  shall  cause  the  diseased  cattle  so  seised 
to  be  alnnghieredy  and  such  cattle,  if  not  slaughtered  at  the  place 
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where  they  are  seised,  shall  he  moTed  to  the  nearest  availahle 
slaughter-bouse,  for  the  {)arpose  of  being  fhrthwith  slai^hteredy 
with  a  Licence  of  the  Inspector. 

(iii.)  The  Licence  shall  b^  available  for  twelve  hours,  and  no 
longer. 

(iv.)  The  Licence  shall  specify  the  slaughter-house  to  which 
the  caitle  are  to  be  moved  for  slaughter,  and  they  shall  not  be 
moved  to  any  other  slaughter-house  or  place. 

(v.)  The  cattle  so  moved  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified 
slaoghter-hoiise  under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector 
oi*  other  officer  of  the  Local  Authority;  and  he  shall  enlbree 
and  superintend  the  Immediate  slaughter  there  of  the  cattle»  and 
shall  forthwith  report  to  the  Local  Authority  the  fact  of  the 
slaughter  there. 

(vi.)  If  the  cattle  are  to  be  moved  into  the  District  of  another 
Local  Authority,  thei^  shall  also  be  requisite  a  Licence  of  that 
other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring  to  the  first- 
mentioned  Licence ;  which  second  Licence  must  be  granted  before 
the  cattle  are  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other  Local 
Authority. 

(vii.)  The  cattle  so  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other  Local 
Authority  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  under 
the  direction  and  in  charge  oi  an  Inspector  or  other  ofileer  of 
the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  they  are  moved ;  and 
he  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate  slaughter  there 
of  the  cattle,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  both  the  Local  Authori- 
ties the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there. 

(Regulation  B. — Foot-and-Mouth  Disease.) 

(viii.)  Where  foot-and-mouth  disease  is  so  found  to  exists 
the  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority  shall  seise  and  detain  all  the 
animals  affected  vri th  that  disease. 

(ix.)  The  diseased  animals  so  seised  may  be  slaughtered  by  or 
at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof,  either 
at  the  place  where  they  are  seised,  or  at  the  nearest  available 
slaughter-house  ;  in  which  latter  case  they  may  be  moved  for  the 
purpose  of  being  there  slaughtered  with  a  Licence  of  the  In- 
spector ;  and  that  Licence  shall  be  available  for  twelve  hours,  and 
no  longer,  and  shall  specify  the  slaughter-house  to  which  the 
animals  are  to  be  moved  for  slaughter;  or  the  diseased  animals, 
if  not  slaughtered  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  moved^  in  charge  of 
an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the  Local  Authority,  to  some 
convenient  an4  isolated  place,  and  shall  be  there  kept  for  such 
time  as  the  Local  Authority  think  expedient,  subject,  however^ 
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to  their  being  there  slaughtered  ni  anj  time  by  or  at  tlie  request 
of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof. 

(Regulation  C. — Swine-Fever.) 

(x.)  Where  swine-fever  is  so  found  to  exist,  the  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Authority  shall  seise  and  detain  all  the  swine  affected 
with  that  disease. 

(xi.)  The  Local  Authority  shall  cause  the  diseased  swine  «ao 
seised  to  be  slaughtered,  and  such  swine,  if  not  slaughtered  at  the 
place  where  they  are  seised,  shall  be  moved  to  the  nearest  aTailabk 
slaughter-house,  for  the  purpose  of  being  there  forthwith 
slaughtered,  widi  a  Licence  of  the  Inspector. 

(xii.)  The  Licence  shall  be  available  for  twelve  hours,  and 
no  longer. 

(xiii.)  The  Licence  shall  specify  the  slaughter-house  to  which 
the  swine  are  to  be  moved  for  slaughter,  and  they  shall  not  be 
moved  to  any  other  slaughter-house  or  place. 

(xiv.)  The  swine  so  moved  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified 
slaughter-house,  under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector 
or  other  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  and  he  shall  enforce  and 
superintend  the  immediate  slaughter  there  of  tlie  swine,  and  shall 
forthwith  report  to  the  Local  Authority  the  fact  of  the  slaughter 
there. 

(xv.)  If  the  swine  are  to  be  moved  into  the  District  of  another 
Local  Authority,  there  shall  also  be  requisite  a  Licence  of  that 
other  Local  Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring  to  the  first- 
mentioned  Licence  ;  which  second  Licence  must  be  granted  before 
the  swine  arc  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other  Local 
Authority. 

{xY},)  The  swine  so  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other 
Local  Authority  shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  slaughter-house 
under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other 
officer  of  the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  they  are 
moved  ;  and  he  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate 
slaughter  there  of  the  swine,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  both 
the  Local  Authorities  the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there. 

(Regulation  D. — Animals  not  affected  with  Pleuro-Pneumonia  or 
Foot-and -Mouth  Disease  or  Swine-Fever.) 

(xvii.)  All  animals  being  in  or  on  the  market,  fair,  sale-yard, 

place  of   exhibition,  lair,  landing-place,  whaif,    railway   station, 

land,  water,  common,  uninclosed  laml,  cow-shed,  field,  yard,  sty, 

farm,  park,  or  other  place  aforesaid  at  the  same  time  Avith  an 

ADiwal  found  to  be  affected  vrith  ijleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and- 
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mouth  disease  or  swine-feFar,  Bhali  be  dealt  with  in  all  respects 
as  if  pleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  or  swine-fever 
had  not  been  found  therein  or  thereon. 

(Regulation  E. — ^^Declaration  of  Infected  Place  by  Privy  Council 

only.) 

(xviii.)  The  mi^^et,  fair,  sale-yard,  place  of  exhibition,  lair, 
landing-place,  wharf,  railway  station,  land,  water,  common,  unin- 
closed  land,  cow-shed,  field,  yard,  sty,  farm,  park,  or  other  place 
aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  or  on  which  any  animal  affected 
with  pleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  or  swine-fever 
ia  foend  in  any  case  in  which  this  Article  applies  shall  not  by 
reason  thereof  be  declared  to  be  an  Infected  Pkce  or  part  of  an 
Infected  Place  except  by  the  Privy  Council. 

(Regulation  F. — Disinfection  in  these  Cases.) 

(xix.)  In  case  of  an  animal  being  found  to  be  affected  with 
pleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  or  swine-fever  in  or 
on  a  market,  fair,  sale-yard,  place  of  exhibition,  lair,  landing-place, 
wharf,  railway  station,  land,  water,  common,  uninclosed  land,  cow- 
shed, field,  yard,  sty,  farm,  park,  or  other  place  aforesaid,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  Market  Authority  or  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  such  other  place  or  any  person  to  again  use  or  allow  to  be  used 
that  portion  of  the  market  or  other  place  aforesaid  where  the 
diseased  animal  was  found, — 

(a.)  For  cattle  where  a  head  of  cattle  afiected  with  pleuro- 
pneumonia is  found, — 

(b.)  For  animals  where  an  animal  affected  with  foot-and- 
mouth  disease  is  found,— 

(c.)  For  swine  where  a  pig  affected  with  swine-fever  is  found, — 
unless  and  until  a  Veterinary  Inspector  has  certified  that  that 
portion  has  been,  as  far  us  practicable,  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

Reports. 

•  81*  The  Inspector  of  the  Local  Authority  acting  under  this 
Chapter  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  Local  Authority  the  pro- 
ceedings taken  by  him  thereunder,  and  the  Local  Authority  shall 
foHhwith  report  the  same  to  the  Privy  Council. 

Expenses, 

82.  The  Local  Authonty  may  recover  the  expenses  of  the 
execution  by  them  or  by  their  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
provisions  oi  this  Chapter  from  the  owner  of  the  animals  seised, 
or  from  the  consignor  or  consignee  thereof,  who  may  recover  tlio 
game  from  the  owner  by  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 
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EiscepHon  at  to  Fbreipn  Animab, 

83.  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  apply  to  a  Foreign  AnimaU 
Wharf  or  to  a  Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station  or  to  a 
Landing-Place  for  foreign  animals. 

ChAPTBR   12. — EXPOSCKK  OB  MOYEMKNT   OF   DI8EASKD 

Animals,  Horses,  Asses,  and  Mules. 

Prohibiiion, 

84.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person—* 

(a.)  To  expose  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horsey  am,  or 
mule  in  a  market  or  fair,  or  in  a  sale-yard,  or  other  public  or  priTite 
place  wliere  animals  or  horses  are  commonly  exposed  for  sale. 

(b.)  To  pla<ie  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule 
in  a  lair  or  other  place  adjacent  to  or  connected  with  a  market  or 
a  fair,  or  where  animals  or  horses  are  commonly  placed  bef<»e 
exposure  for  sale. 

(c.)  To  send  or  carry,  or  cause  to  be  sent  or  oairied,  a 
diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  on  a  railway, 
canal,  river,  or  inland  navigation,  or  in  a  coasting  vessel. 

(d.)  To  carry,  lead,  or  drive,  or  cause  to  bo  carried,  led,  or 
driven,  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse,  &ss,  or  mule  on 
a  highway  or  thoroughfare. 

(e.)  To  place  or  keep  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse, 
ass,  or  mule  on  common  or  uninclosed  land,  or  in  a  field  or  place 
insufficiently  fenced,  or  in  a  field  adjoining  a  highway  unless  that 
field  is  so  fenced  or  situate  that  animals  therein  cannot  in  anv 
manner  come  in  contact  with  animals  passing  along  that  highway 
or  grazing  on  the  sides  thereof. 

(/.)  To  graze  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or 
mule  on  pasture  being  on  the  sides  of  a  highway. 

(g,)  To  allow  a  diseased  or  suspected  animal,  horse,  a&s,  or 
mule  to  stray  on  a  highway  or  thoroughfare  or  on  the  sides  thereof 
or  on  common  or  uninclosed  land,  or  in  a  field  or  place 
insufficiently  fenced. 

(A.)  But  this  Article  shall  operate  subject  to  Article  15  (&) 
and  Article  80  Eegulation  A.  B.  and  C.  and  Article  85  providing 
for  or  directing  the  movement  of  diseased  animals  in  cases  therein 
mentioned. 

Proceedings  in  Case  of  Contravention  of  last  preceding  AriicU^ 

85. — (!•)  Where  an  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  is  exposed  or 
otherwise  dealt  with  in  contravention  of  the  last  preceding 
Article,   the  Inspector   or  other  officer  of  the  Local  Authority 
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appointed  in  that  behalf  shall  seise  and  remove  and  detain  it,  and 
it  shall  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  following  Regulations 

(namely)  : 

(Eegalation  A. — Diseased  Animals,  Horses,  Asses,  or  Mules.) 

(i.)  If  affected  with  pleuro-pneumonia  or  foot-and-mouth  disease 
the  Local  Authority  shall  cause  the  animal  to  be  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  11 ; 

(ii.)  If  affected  with  sheep-pox  the  Local  Authority  shall  cause 
the  sheep  to  be  slaughtered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  40 ; 

(iii.)  If  affected  with  sheep-scab  the  Local  Authority  shall  cause 
tlie  sheep,  unless  slaughtered,  to  be  moved  to  some  convenient 
and  isolated  place,  and  be  there  kept  for  such  time  as  the  Local 
Authority  think  expedient ; 

(iv.)  If  affected  with  glanders  or  farcy  the  Local  Authority 
shall  cause  the  horse,  ass,  or  mule  to  be  forthwith  slaughtered ; 
and,  if  not  slaughtered  at  the  place  where  it  is  seised,  it  may  be 
moved  under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other 
officer  of  the  Local  Authority  to  the  nearest  available  horse 
slaughterer's  or  knacker*s-yard  to  be  there  slaughtered  ;  and  that 
Inspector  or  other  officer  shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  im- 
mediate slaughter  there  of  ifte  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  and  shall  report 
to  the  Local  Authority  the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there  ;  and 

(v.)  If  affected  with  swine-fever  the  Local  Authority  shall 
cause  the  pig  to  be  slaughtered  in  accordance  with  Article  62, 

(Regulation  B. — Suspected  Animals,  Horsas,  Asses,  or  Mules.) 

(vi.)  If  suspected  the  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  seised 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  follows : 

(vii.)  The  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  seised  may 
be  slaughtered  by  or  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  thereof  at  the  place  whore  it  is  seised  ;  or 

(\iii.)  The  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  seised 
may  be  moved  by  or  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  thereof  with  a  Licence  of  the  Inspector  to  the  nearest 
available  slaughter-house  or  horse-slaughterei'*s  or  knacker's-yard 
for  the  purpose  of  being  there  forthwith  slaughtered ;  in  which 
latter  case  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  : 

(ix.)  The  Licence  shall  be  available  for  twelve  hours,  and  no 
longer. 

(x.)  The  Licence  shall  specify  the  slaughter-house  or  horse- 
slaughterer's  or  knacker's-yard  to  which  the  suspected  ^twvsaS^ 
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horse,  asa,  or  mule  is  to  be  moved  for  slAOghter,  and  it  iliall  not 
be  moved  to  any  other  slaughter-house  or  horae-Blnughftttrear'B  or 
knaeker's-yard  or  place. 

(xi.)  The  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  moved 
shall  be  moved  to  the  specified  slaughter-house  or  horse- 
slaughterer's  or  kuacker's-yard  under  the  direction  and  in  charge 
of  an  Inspector  or  other  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  and  he 
shall  enforce  and  superintend  the  immediate  slaughter  there  of  the 
animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  and  shall  forthwith  report  to  the 
Local  Authority  the  fact  of  the  slaughter  there. 

(xii.)  I£  the  movement  is  to  be  into  the  District  of  another 
Local  Authority,  there  must  also  be  a  licence  of  that  other  Local 
Authority  indorsed  on  or  referring  to  the  first-mentioned  Liioottoe; 
which  second  Licence  must  be  granted  before  the  animal,  horse, 
asSy  or  mule  is  moved  into  the  District  of  that  other  Loctl 
Authonty. 

(xiii.)  The  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  moved 
into  the  District  of  that  other  Local  Authority  shall  be  moved  to 
the  specified  slaughter-house  or  horse-slaughterer's  or  knackers 
yard  under  the  direction  and  in  charge  of  an  Inspector  or  other 
ofiicer  of  the  Local  Authority  out  of  whose  District  it  is  moved ; 
and  he  shall  enforce  and  supcnntead  the  immediate  slaugilter 
there  of  the  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  and  shall  forthwith  report 
to  both  the  Local  Authorities  the  fact^f  the  slaughter  there ;  or 

(xLV.)  The  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  if  not 
slaughtered  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  moved,  in  charge  of  an  Inspector 
or  other  ofBcer  of  the  Local  Authority,  to  some  convenient  and 
isolated  place,  and  shall  be  there  kept  for  such  time  as  the  Local 
Authority  think  expedient,  subject,  however,  to  the  animal,  horse, 
ass,  or  mule  being  there  slaughtered  at  any  time  by  or  at  the 
request  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof. 

(xv.)  If  the  suspected  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  so  seised  moved 
and  detained  but  not  slaughtered  as  aforesaid  proves,  while  in 
such  isolated  place,  to  be  affected  with  disease,  it  shall  be  dealt 
with  in  the  same  manner  and  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions 
in  all  respects  as  if  it  had  been  so  affected  at  the  time  when  it  was 
seised  and  detained  by  such  Inspector  or  other  ofiicer. 

(Regulation  C. — Disinfection  in  these  Coses.) 

(2.)  In  case  of  a  diseased  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  being 
seised  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article^  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  Market  Authority  or  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  such  other  place  or  any  person  to  again  use  or  allow  to  be  used 
that  portion  of  the  market  or  other  place  where  the  disease<l 
animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  was  found, —

{d.)  For  horses,  asses,  or  mules  where  a  horse,  oss,  or  mule 

affected  with  glanders  or  farcy  ia  found, — 
(f.)  For  swine  where  a  pig  affected  with  swine-ferer  is  found, — 
unless  and  until  a  Veterinarj  Inspector  has  certified  that  that 
portion  as  been,  as  far  as  practicable,  cleaDsed  and  disinfected. 

Kxpenget. 
86.  The  Local  Authority  may  recover  the  expenses  of  the 
execution  hy  theni  or  by  their  Inspector  or  other  alBcer  of  the 
provisioDS  ot  this  Chapter  trom  the  owner  of  the  animal,  horse, 
ass,  or  mule  seised,  or  from  the  consiijnor  or  consignee  thereof,  who 
may  recover  the  same  irom  the  owner  by  proceedings  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Chapter  13. — Removal  ok  Dung  or  other  Things. 

'87.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  send  or  carry,  or 
cause  to  be  sent  or  carried,  on  a  railway,  canal,  river,  or  iuland 
'  navigation,  or  in  a  coasting  vessel,  or  on  a  highway  or  thorough- 
fare, any  dung,  fodder,  or  litter  that  has  been  in  a  Pleuro- 
pneumonia or  a  Foot-and- Mouth  Disease  or  a  Sheep-Pox  or  a 
Swine-Fever  Infected  Place,  or  that  has  been  in  any  place  in 
contact  with  or  ased  about  »  diseased  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule, 
except  with  a  Licence  of  the  Local  Authority  for  the  District  in 
whi<^  such  placo  is  situate,  on  a  certificate  of  an  Injector 
certifying  that  the  thing  moved  has  been,  aa  far  as  practicable, 
disinfected. 

CHAriER  14. — Cakcasec, 
Disposal. 
88. — (1-)  The  carcase  of  every  animal,  horse,  ase,  or  mule — > 
(a.)  that  hoK  died  of  pleuro-pneumooia,  foot-and-mouth  disease, 

sheep-pox,  sheep-scab,  glanders,  farcy,  or  swine-fever ;  or 
(b.)  that  has  been  slaughtered  in  consequence  of  being  affected 
with  sheep-pox,  glanders,  farcy,  or  swine-fever  ; 
shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Local  Authority  as  follows  : 

(i.)  Either  the  Local  Authority  shall  cause  the  carcase  to  be 
buried  as  soon  as  possible  in  its  ikin  in  Eomo  proper  place,  and 
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to  be  covered  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  quicklime  or  other 
disinfectant,  and  with  not  less  than  six  feet  of  earth. 
(ii.)  Or   the  Local  Authority  may,  if  authorized   by    licenoe 
from   the  Privy  Council,  cause  the  carcase  to  be  destroyed, 
under  the  inspection  of  the  Local  Authority,  in    the   mode 
following :  Tlie  carcase   shall  be  disinfected,  and  shall  then 
be  taken,  in  charge  of  an  officer  of  the  Local  Authority^  to  a 
horse-slaughterer's     or    knacker's-yard     approved     for    the 
purpose  by  the  Privy  Council,  or  other  place  so  approved, 
and    shall    be    there    destroyed    by    exposure    to     a    high 
temperature,  or  by  chemical  agents. 
(2.)  With  a  view  to  the  esecution  of  the  foregoing  provision 
of  this  Article  respecting  burial,  the  Local  Authority  may,  from 
time  to  time,  make  such  Regulations  as  they  think  fit  for  prohibit- 
ing or  regulating  the  removal  of  any  carcase  or  for  securing  the 
burial  of  the  same. 

(3.)  In  every  case  of  destruction  the  Local  Authority  shall 
forthwith  report  to  the  Privy  Council  the  fact  and  mode  of 
destruction. 

(4.)  Where,  under  this  Article,  a  Local  Authority  cause  a 
carcase  to  be  buried  or  destroyed,  they  shall  first  cause  its  skin  to 
be  so  slashed  as  to  be  useletfs. 

(6.)  A  Local  Autiiority  may  cause  or  allow  a  carcase  to  be  taken 
into  the  District  of  another  Local  Authority  to  bo  buried  or 
destroyed,  with  the  previous  consent  of  that  Local  Authority 
or  with  a  Licence  in  that  behalf  of  the  Privy  Council,  but  not 
otherwise. 

89.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  except  with  the 
licence  of  the  Privy  Council,  to  dig  up,  or  cause  to  be  dug  up,  the 
carcase  of  any  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  that  has  been  buried. 

Chapter  15. — Slaugiiter-Houses. 

Declaration  of  Infected  Place  hy  Privy  Council  only, 

90.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Act  of  1878,  or  anv 
Order  of  Council,  a  slaughter-house  in  which  an  animal  affected 
with  disease  or  the  carcase  of  a  diseased  animal  is  found,  shall 
not,  by  reason  thereof,  be  declared  to  be  au  Infected  Place,  except 
by  the  Privy  Council. 

Keeping  of  Stoine  in  Slauyhter-Hotises, 

91.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  in  any  case  in  which 
the  slaughter  of  any  animal  is  authorized  or  required  by  or  under 
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the  Act  of  1878,  or  any  Order  of  Council,  to  use  for  Auch  slaughter 
any  slaughter-house  in  which  swine  are  kept. 

Chapter  16. — Regulation   by  Local  Authorities    of 
Markets,  Fairs,  and  other  Places. 

92.  A  Local  Authority,  if  authorized  by  the  Privy  Council  to 
put  in  operation  this  Article,  but  not  otherwise,  may,  from 
time  to  time,  prohibit  or  regulate  the  exposure  or  sale  of  animals, 
or  of  any  particular  kind  thereof  specified  by  the  Privy  Council, 
or  of  horses,  asses,  or  mules,  in  or  at  a  market,  fair,  auction,  sale* 
yard,  sale,  or  exhibition.

Disinfection. 
Chapter  17. — Water  Traffic. 

Vessels. 

93. — (L)  A  vessel  used  for  carrying  animals  by  sea,  or  on  a 
canal,  river,  or  inland  navigation,  shall,  after  the  landing  of  animals 
therefrom,  and  before  the  taking  on  board  of  any  other  animal 
or  other  cargo,  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows : 

(i.)  All   parts   of   the    vessel  with   which    animals  or    their 
droppings  have  come  in  contact  shall  be  scraped  and  swept : 
then 
(ii.)  The  same  parts  of  the  vessel  shall  be  thoroughly  washed 

or  scrubbed  or  scoured  with  water  :  then 
(iii.)  The  same  parts  of  the  vessel  shall  have  applied  to  them  a 

coating  of  lime-wash  :  except  that 
(iv.)  The  application  of  lime-wash  shall  not  be  compulsory  as 
regards  such  parts  of  the  vessel  as  are  used  for  passengers  or 
crew. 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  vessel  shall  not  be 
landed  unless  and  until  they  have  been  well  mixed  with  quicklime. 
(3.)  Except  that  in  the  case  of  a  ferry-boat  or  other  vessel 
which  makes  short  and  frequent  passages  across  a  river  or  an  arm 
of  the  sea  or  other  water  it  shall  be  sufficient  if  the  ferry-boat  or 
vessel  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  once  in  every  period  of  12 
hours  within  which  it  is  so  used. 

Fodder  and  Litter, 

84*  All  partly  consumed  or  broken  fodder  that  has  been  sup- 
plied to,  and  all  litter  that  has  been  used  for  or  about,  animals 
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carried  by  sea,  or  on  a  canal,  river,  or  inland  navigsiioD,  shall, 
when  landed  from  the  vess<*l,  he  forthwith  well  mixeii  with 
quicklime,  and  be  efTectually  removeil  from  contact  with  animals. 

Moveable  Gangtoays  and  other  Apparatus^ 

95. — (1)  A.  moveable  gangway  or  f passage- way,  cage,  or 
other  apparatus,  used  or  intend^  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of 
animals  on  or  from  a  A'essel,  or  otherwise  used  in  connexion 
with  the  transit  of  aniraalB  by  sea,  or  on  a  canal,  river,  or  infand 
navigation,  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  being  so  used,  be 
cleansed  as  follows  : 

(i.)  The  gangNvay  or  apparatus  shall  be  scraped  and  swep^ 
and  all  dung,  litter,  and  other  matter  shall  be  effectually 
removetl  therefrom^  then 

(ii.)  The  gangway  or  apparatus  shall  be  thoroughly  washed  or 
scrubbe<l  or  scoured  with  water. 

(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings  of  the  gangway  or  appa- 
ratus, and  all  dung,  litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom 
shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed  with  quicklime,  and  be  efiectnally 
removed  from  contact  with  animals. 

Provisions  as  to  Vessels  carrying  Foreign  Animals, 

96.  Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  apply  to  a  vessel  used  for 
carrying  foreign  animals,  or  to  fodder  or  litter  landed  fi-om  a 
vessel  bringing  foreign  animals,  or  to  moveable  gangways  or  other 
apparatus  used  or  intended  for  the  loading  or  unloading  of  foreign 
animals  (provision  for  which  is  made  by  The  Foreign  Animals 
Order  of  1884). 

Chapter  18. — Railway  Traffic. 

Horse-Boxes, 

97. — (1-)  A  horse-box  used  for  hoi-scs,  asses,  or  mules  on  a 
railway  sludl,  on  every  occasion  after  a  horse,  ass,  or  mido  is  taken 
out  of  it,  and  before  any  other  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  or  any  aninial  is 
placed  therein,  be  cleansed  as  follows  : 

(i.)  The  floor  of  the  horse-box,  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with 
which  the  droppings  of  horses,  asses,  or  mules  have  come  in 
contact  shall  be  scraped  and  swept,  and  the  sciupings  and 
sweepings,  and  all  dung,  sawdust,  fodder,  litter,  and  other 
matter  shall  be  effectually  removed  therefrom :  and 
(ii.)  The  sides  of  the  horse-box  and  all  other  parts  thereof  with 
which  the  head  or  any  discharge  from  the  mouth  or  nostrils 
of  a  horse,  ass,  or  mule    has  come    in    contact   shall  be 
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thoroughly  washed  with  water  by  means  of  a  sponge,  brush, 

or  other  instrument. 
(2.)  The  scrapings  and  sweepings   of  the  horse-box,  and   all 
dung,  sawdust,  fodder,  litter,  and  other  matter  removed  therefrom, 
shall  forthwith  be  well  mixed  with  quicklime.

Uorse^Boxes,  GuariPs  VanSi  and  other  Vehicles,- 

98f — :(!•)  A  horse-box  or  a  guard*s  van  or  otlier  railway  vehicle 
(not  being  a  railway  truck)  if  used  for  animals  on  a  railway  shall, 
on  every  occasion  after  an  animal  is  taken  out  of  it,  and  before 
any  other  animal,  or  any  horse,  ass,  or  mule  is  placed  iu  it, 
be  cleansed  and  disinfected  as  follows  : 

(i.)  If  the  animal  is  accompanied  by  a  declaration  in  writing 
of  the  owner  or  consignee  or  his  agent  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
intended  for  exhibition  or  other  Sjiecial  purpose  therein  stated, 
and  has  not,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  been 
exposed  to  the  infection  of  disease,  the  vehicle  shall  bo 
cleansed  as  follows: 

(a.)  The  floor  of  the  vehicle,  and  all  other  parts  thereof 
with  which  the  droppings  of  the  animal  have  come  in  con-

Notliing  in  this  Article  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  any 
appointment  made  under  Article  121  of  The  Animals  Order 
previous  to  the  tenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-three. 

Forms, 

123. — (1.)  The  Forms  for  use  by  a  Local  Authority  and 
by  an  Inspector  given  iu  the  Schedules,  with  such  variations  as 
circumstances  require,  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  of 
1878  and  of  this  Order.

(3.)  A  Forei;ru  Animals  Wharf  shall  not  be  used  for  udv 
purpose  other  than  those  authorized  by  the  Act  of  1878  or  bv 
Order  of  C'ouncil  under  the  saiil  Act  in  relation  thereto. 


CHAPTER  III.— Qi  AKAxriNK. 

Port  harinff  Quarantine  Stations. 

19. — (X.)  The  following  is  (he  only  port  at  which  any  pait  i?^ 
at  the  date  of  this  Order,  by  Special  Order  of  the  Privy  CoHmii, 
defined  as  a  Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station :

(2.)  The  Animals  landed  at  a  Foreign  Animalb  Quarantine 
Station  must  be  intended  for  i-eshipment  to  a  foreign  country,  or 
for  purposes  of  exhibition,  or  for  other  exceptional  purposes,  to 
be  in  each  ease  approved  by  the  Frivy  Council  on  special 
application  through  the  Commissioners  of  Customs.

%0r  The  laiHlJDg  of  foreigo  aiiimals  intended  for  reshipmctit 
to  a  foreifpi  country  is  snbject  to  rbe  following  conditions  : 

first.  The  animals  must  be  landed  at  ti  Beshipment  Station. 

Second.  The  animnls  must  be  accompaniol  by  a  declaration 
of  the  owner  or  consignee  or  Iiln  agent  declaring  that  encU  animal 
IS  intended  for  reshipmcnt  to  a  foreign  couotrj. 

Utird.  The  animalH  mnet  be  nccompanied  by  n  declaration  of 
the  owner  or  consignee  or  his  agent  Jeelaring  that  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  belief  each  aniinal  is  uot  aSected  with 
contagious  or  Infectious  disease. 

PoiiTtd.  The  nnimala  shall  nol:  be  moved  alive  out  of  the  Be- 
shlpment  Station  except  info  a  vessel  for  exportation  to  a  foreign 
coantiT,  and  until  reshipped  shall  remain  under  the  charge  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs. 

Animah  intended  for  Purposes  of  E.rhibttion,  or  for  other 
Exceptional  Pttrpotex  {other  than  Reshipment). 

3L — (1)  The  iMnding  of  foreign  animals  intended  for  parfioeeK 
of  exhibition,  or  for  other  exceptional  purposes  (other  than  re- 
ehipmant)  at  a  I'oreign  Animals  Qiuinintine  Station  is  subject  to 
the  follairing  conditions : 

Fir»t.  The  animsb  must  be  accompanied  by  a  declaratiwi  of 
the  owner  or  consignee  or  hie  agent,  declaring  the  parposes  for 
whicli  each  anittinl  is  intended. 

Second.  The  animals  must  be  accompanied  by  a  declnratiim  of 
the  owner  or  consignee  or  bis  ag^nt  declaring  that  to  the  beat 
of  his  knowledge  and  belief  each  animal  is  not  affected  with 
contagious  or  infectious  disease.  ' 

Third,  The  animals  ivhen  landed  shnll  be  placed  under  the 
charge  of  nn  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council ;  and  until  his  arriTal, 
they  Bh.-ill  remain  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs. 

Fourth.  The  animals  when  lunded  shall  I>e  detained  in  the 
Station  for  soch  period  as  the  Privy  Council  in  each  case  jiccording 
to  the  circnmstances  direct. 

Fifth.  When  moved  thereout  they  fhnll  bo  accompanied  by — 

(a.)  A  Certificate  of  on  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council 
certifying  that  they  are  free  from  disease. 

(ft.)  A  Licence  of  an  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  specifying 
the  place  to  which  and  the  person  to  whom  they  are  to  be 
taken. 

Sirth.  The  Inspector  of  the  Prii-y  Council  giving  the  Licence 
tshall  aend  a  copy  of  bis  Licence  to  the  Local  Aothoritj  for  the 
plaee  to  which  the  animals  are  to  be  taken. 
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(2.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  take  them  to  anj 
other  place  or  person. 

Movement  of  Carcases* 

22. — (}')  No  carcase  shall  be  removed  from  a  Foreign  AnimaLi 
Quarantine  Station,  except  with  the  permimion  of  an  In^»ector 
of  the  Privy  Council, 

(2.)  If  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  is  of  opinion  that 
any  such  carcase  as  aforesaid  may  introduce  disease  the  sasoe 
shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  dealt  with  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Disinfection  of  Dung  and  Manure.     .  .  ; 

23.  Duno^  and  manure  shall,  before  being  removed  from  a 
Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station,  be  disinfected  to  tk 
satisfaction  of  an  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Disinfection  of  Quarantine  Station* 

24.  Where  an  animal  in  a  Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station 
is  affected  with  disease,  the  portion  of  the  Station  where  tlio 
diseased  animal  is  or  has  been,  shall  not  be  used  foi*  animals  unle^' 
and  until  that  portion  has  been  cleansed  and  disinfected  to  th? 
satisfaction  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Restriction  on  use  of  Quarantine  Station, 

25. — (1.)  No  animals  other  than  foreign  animals  landed  undtr 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  be  at  any  time  landed  at 
or  moved  into  or  kept  in  a  Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station. 

(2.)  Any  animal  being  in  a  Foreign  Animals  Qaarantine 
Station  shall,  without  preju<licft  to  the  recovery  of  any  penaltv  f^ 
the  infringement  of  this  Article,  be  deemed  to  be  a  fordgu 
animal,  and  the  Kegulations  relating  to  the  Station  shall  apnly  u) 
such  animal. 

(3.)  A  Foreign  Animals  Quarantine  Station  shall  not  be  usel 
for  any  parpose  other  than  those  authorized  by  the  Act  of  1878  o: 
by  Order  of  Council  under  the  said  Act  in  I'elation  thereto.

(2.)  Unless  and  until  the  Privy  Council  otherwise  order, 
animals  (except  swine)  brought  from  either  of  the  countries 
comprised  in  Fart  II  of  the  Second  Schedule  are  allowed  to  b<^ 
landed  without  1>eLng  subject  under  the  Fifth  Schedule  to  the  Act 
of  1878,  or  under  this  Order,  to  slaughter  or  to  quaitintine, 

Landimj' Place. 

27. — (1*)  Foreign  animals  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter 
shall  not  be  landed  at  anj  place  except  at  a  Landing-Place. 

(2.)  The  following  are  the  ports  at  which  parts  are  at  the 
date  of  this  Order  approved  by  the  Privy  Council  as  Landing- 
Places:

(3.)  Those  foreign  animals  shall  be  landed  in  such  manner,  at 
such  times,  subject  to  such  supervision  and  control,  and  under 
such  Begulations,  as  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  from  time  to 
time,  direct. 

(4.)  When  landed  they  shall  be  placed  under  the  charge 
of  an  Inspector  of  the  rrivy  Council ;  and,  until  hb  arrival, 
they  shall  remain  under  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs.

Third.  That  the  vee^el  has  not  within  one  month  before  taking

That  the  animals  imported  have  not,  while  on  boaxd 
the  vessel,  been  in  contact  with  any  nnimal  exported  or 
carried  coastwise  from  any  port  or  place  in  ajay  country 
other  than  in  Her  Majesty's  Possessions  in  Noiiii  America^ 
or  iu  Norway,  or  in  Iceland,  or  in  the  Cliannel  Islands,  or 
in  the  Isle  of  Man^  or  (subject  to  the  fifth  condition  of 
this  Article)  in  Denmai*k  or  in  Sweden. 

Fifth,  That  the  animals  imported  have  not,  while  on  board 
the  vessel,  been  in  contact  with  any  swine  e3qK>rted  or 
carried  coastwise  from  a  port  or  place  iu  DennoArk  or  in 
Sweden. 

(2.)  And  the  animals  imported  shall  not  be  landed  nta  Lauding- 
Place,  unless  and  until — 

(a.)  The  owner  or  charterer  of  the  vessel  in  whicli  they  are 
imported,  or  his  agent  in  England  or  Wales  or  Scotland,  has 
entered  into  a  bond  to  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  in  a  som

'90. — (!■)  Foreign  aninuli  landed  under  tbe  provisions  of  this 
Cbfqiter  shall  not  be  moTed  fiom  the  Londing-Flsce,  or  be  allowed 
to  come  in  contact  with  any  other  animals,  until  they  faave  been 
exsmined  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Conncil. 

(2.)  The  animals  shall  be  examined  by  the  Inspector  of  the 
Friry  Council  during  daylight,  and  such  examination  shall  ttJce 
plKce  a{t«r  the  expiration  of  the  twelve  houra  detention  meDtioaed 
in  the  lost  preceding  Article. 

(3.)  If  on  such  examination  all  the  anim^  landed  from  the

If  on  such  examination  any  one  or  more  of  the  animals 
landed  from  a  vessel  is  or  are  found  affected  with  pleuro- 
pneumonia or  sheep-po\  or  slieep-ecab  or  swine-fever,  the 
Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  detain  all  the  animals  of  the 
same  kind  as  the  diseased  animals  which  were  brought  in  the 
same  vessel  with  the  diseased  animal  or  animals  (that  is,  all 
the  cattle  or  all  the  sheep  or  all  the  goalK  or  all  the  swine)  amongst 
which  the  disease  is  found  and  sball  immediately  transmit  trie 
information  by  tel^rapb  or  other  rapid  means  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Conncil.  The  Inspector  of  tbe  rriyj  Council  shall  cause  all 
the  animals  of  the  particular  kind  so  detained  to  be  slaughtered. 

(6.)  The  slaughter  of  the  animals  under  (4)  and  (fi)  shall  be 
commenced  at  such  time  after  the  landing  thereof  as  ttie  Privy 
Council  in  any  case  direct,  and  when  commenced  Bhall  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  practicable.

Where  an  anirn^  forming  part  of  one  carg#  cf  foreign 
animals  under  this  Chapter  has  uot  been  kept  separate  from  an 
animal  forming  part  of  another  cargo  of  foreign  animala,  i|ll  tbe 
animals  forming  those  two  cargoes  shall  be  dealt  with  as  if  they 
fonued  one  cargo. 

Detention  of  Suspected  Animals, 

82,  An  Inspector  c£  the  Privy  'Council  may  detain,  for  any 
period  that  he  thinks  necessary  or  proper,  any  foreign  animal 
under  this  Chapter  which  he  has  reason  to  suspect  is  disea^ted 
or  may  introtluce  disease. 

Movement  of  AnimalSy  Carcasex^  Manure^  Sfc, 

88, — (!•)  No  animal,  carcase,  fodder,  litter,  or  dung  or  manure 
shall  be  removed  from  a  Landing- Place  or  from  any  lair  or  other 
place  therein,  except  with  the  permission  of  an  Lispector  of  the 
Privy  Council. 

(2.)  If  tbe  Inspector  of  the  IMvy  Council  is  of  opinion  that  aiiy 
such  animal  or  thing  as  aforesaid  may  introduco  disease,  the  same 
shall  be  blaughtered,  destroyed,  or  otlierwise  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  instructions  from  time  to  time  given  by  the 
Privj'  Council. 

Disinfection  of  Landing -Place. 

34.  Where  an  animal  in  a  Landing-Place  is  affected  with 
disease,  the  portion  of  the  Landing-Place  where  the  diseased 
animal  is  or  has  been«  shall  not  be  used  for  animals  unless  and 
until  that  portion  has  been  cleansed  and  disinfected  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Bestriction  on  Une  of  Landing-Place, 

35. —  (!•)  No  animals  other  than  foreign  animals  landed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  at  any  time  landed  at  or 
moved  into  or  kept  in  a  Landing-Place. 

(2.)  Any  animal  being  in  a  Landing-Place  shaU,  without  pre- 
judice to  the  recovery  of  any  penalty  for  the  infringement  of  this 
Article,  be  deemed  to  be  a  foreign  animal,  and  the  Hegulattons 
relating  to  the  Landing-Place  shaU  apply  to  such  animal. 

(8.)  A  Landing'Place  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  those  authcurised  by  the  Act  of  1878  or  by  Order  of  Couoicil 
under  the  said  Act  in  relation  thereto.

39.  Unless  and  until  the  Vnvj  Council  otherwise  order,  a  cow 
or  goat  token  on  board  a  vessel  in  England  or  Wales  or  Scotland 
for  the  purpose  of  auppljing  the  passengers  or  crew  of  the  vessel 
with  milk  on  a  voyage  shall  not  ou  being  landed  in  Enghmd  or 
Wales  or  Scotland  at  the  end  of  the  voyage  be  deemed  to  be  a 
foreign  animal,  if  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  are,  before  the 
same  is  landed,  satisfied  that  it  has  been  taken  from  England  or 
Wales  or  Scot^nd,  and  has  not  been  lauded  in  a  foreign  country, 
and  has  not  been  in  contact  with,  or  on  board  the  same  vessel 
with,  any  diseased  foreign  animal. 

CuAPTRR  VIII. — Landing  and  Disposal  of  DiNti,  Foddeh, 
LiTTEE,  Utensils,  and  other  Things. 

40.  Except  in  the  cai>e  of  fodder  or  Utter  boded  from  a  vessel 
bringing  foi-eign  miimala  that  hare  been  or  are  intended  to  bo 
landed  at  a  Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  all  partly  consumed  or 
broken  fodder  that  has  been  supplied  to,  and  all  litter  that  hait 
bean  used  foi*  or  about,  foreign  animals  shall,  when  Innded  from 
the  vessel,  he  forthwith  well  mixed  with  quic-klime,  and  be 
effectually  removed  from  contact  with  animals. 

41.— (!■)  Tbfi  proTisiona  of  this  Article  extend  only  to  the

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fittings  used  for  or  about  foreign  animale  that  have  been  or  are 
intended  to  be  landed  from  a  vessel  at  a  Foreign  Animab  Wlioify 
and  to  such  other  fodder  or  litter  as  may  be  brought  in  the  ^me 
vessel  with  such  animals.

(3.)  No  dung  of  such  animals,  and  no  partly  consumed  or 
broken  fodder  that  has  been  supplied  to  such  animals,  and  no 
litter  that  has  been  used  for  or  about  suc^  animals,  shall  be  landed 
at  a  place,  other  than  a  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  or  a  Foreign 
Animals  Quarantine  Station  or  a  Landing-Place,  without  the 
previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  shall, 
when  landed,  be  forthwith  well  mixed  with  quicklime,  and  be 
effectually  removed  from  contact  with  animals. 

(4.)  All  other  fodder  and  litter  brought  in  the  same  vessel 
with  such  animals,  and  all  utensils,  pens,  hurdles,  or  fittings  used 
for  or  about  such  animals  that  have  been  landed  at  a  place  other 
than  a  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  or  a  Forei*i;n  Animals  Quarantine 
Station  or  a  Landing-Place,  shall,  when  landed  from  the  vessel, 
lemain  under  the  charge  of  an  Officer  of  CustouLS,  and  such  fodder 
and  litter,  and  those  utensils,  pens,  hurdles,  or  fittings  shall  not  be 
removed  from  the  place  where  landed,  except  with  the  permission 
in  writing  of  an  Officer  of  Customs. 

Removal  from  Wharf  or  Station  or  Lamlinff- Place. 

'42. — (1.)  No  utensils,  pens,  hurdles,  or  fittings  that  have  been 
used  for  or  about  animals,  and  have  been  landed  from  a  vessel 
at  a  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  or  at  a  Foreign  Animals  Quai^autine 
Station*  or  at  a  Landing-Place  shall  be  I'emoved  from  the  AVharf 
or  Station  or  Landing-Place  except  with  the  permission  of  an 
Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council. 

(2.)  If  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  is  of  opinion  that 
any  such  thing  as  aforesaid  may  introduce  disease,  the  same  shall 
be  destroyed  or  otherwise  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  inf?truc- 
tions  from  time  to  time  given  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Chapter  IX. — Djsikfection. 

Vessels.

Chapter  X. — Rkgulatioxs  a:?  to  Vessels  carrying  AyiMAL> 

Fittings  of  Vessels.

JFater. 

50.  At  every  Foreiftn  Animals  Wharf,  Foreign  Aninuils

Food.

(4.)  Any  person  failing  on  request  as  aforesaid  to  comply  with 
the  term*  of  any  sach  notice  sh^  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence 
against  the  Act  of  1678. 
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Foreign  AnimaU  injured  on  Voyage. 
53.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Order  where  a  vessel 
comes  into  port  having  on  board  foreign  aniifials  maimed'  or 
injured  on  the  vojage,  the  owner,  congigneei  or  other  person  ir. 
charge  thereof,  or  the  master  of  the  vessel,  shall,  if  directed,  bv 
an  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council,  or  may  if  he  thinks  fit,  slaughter 
those  animals  or  any  of  them  immediately  on  their  being  landed : 
but  the  carcase  of  any  such  animal  is  not  to  be  removea  from  the 
place  of  landing  or  some  lair  or  slaughter-house  adjacent  thereto 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council  without  a  eertiflcafe  of  the 
Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  certifying  that  it  is  not  likely  to 
introduce  disease. 

Carcases  of  Animals  Dying  on  Voyage. 

54. — (!•)  If  a  vessel  arriving  has  on  board  the  cmrc;ise  of  a 
foreign  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule  which  was  taken  on  board  for 
the  purpose  of  importation,  but  has  died  on  the  voyage,  the  master 
of  the  vessel  shall,  immediately  on  arrival,  report  the  fact  to  the 
Principal  Officer  of  Customs  at  the  port. 

(2.)  The  carcase  shall  not  be  landed  or  discharged  from  the 
vessel  without  the  permission  in  writing  of  the  Principal  Officer. 

General  Poicer  cf  Detention, 

55.  Where  it  appears  to  the  Principal  Officer  of  Customs  with 
respect  to  any  foreign  animal,  horse,  ass,  or  mule,  or  any  fodder  or 
otlier  article,  brought  by  sea,  that  disease  may  be  thereby  conveyed 
to  animali>,  horses,  asses,  or  mules,  he  may  seise  and  detain  the 
same ;  and  he  shall  forthwith  rejiort  the  facts  to  the  Commi^siouerH 
of  Customs,  who  may  givQ  such  directions  as  they  think  fit,  either 
for  the  slaughter  or  destruction  or  the  further  detention  thereof 
or  for  the  restoration  thereof  to  the  owner  on  such  conditions,  if 
any,  (including  payment  by  the  owner  of  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  rospect  of  detention  thereof,)  as  they  think  fit. 

Duties  of  Local  Authorities  and  Police, 

56.  Where  an}  Regulation  relating  to  foreign  animals  is  jr. 
operation,  the  Local  Authority  and  all  constables  and  police  officerb 
shall  assist  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  to  carry  the  sanu: 
into  effect  and  to  enforce  the  same,  and  shall  do  or  cause  to  be 
done  all  things  from  time  to  time  necessary  for  the  effectual 
execution  of  the  same. 

CiiArTEu  XII. — Offknces. 

57. — (!•)  If  the  slaughter  of  animals  is  not  commenced  at  the 
time  directed  by  the  Privy  Council  under  this  Order,  or  completed

to  cause  such  alftugbter  to  be  so  commenced  or  completed  shtU  be 
deemed  guilty  of  ac  oSence  agaioat  tbe  Act  of  1 87B. 

(2.)  If  any  duDg  of  animals,  or  any  fodder,  litter,  utenwls, 
pens,  burdle!^.  fittiii|gB,  or  other  thing  is  loaded  or  removed  in 
contraventioR  of  this  Order,  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  owner 
and  tbe  lessee  and  the  occupier  of  the  place  of  landing  or  othei- 
place  where  or  from  which  auch  dung  oc  other  thing  is  landed 
or  removed,  and  also  in  the  case  of  the  landing  thereof,  the  owner 
and  the  charterer  and  the  master  of  the  vessel  from  which  the 
same  is  landed,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respeet  of  bis  o«-n 
acts  or  defaults,  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act  of 
1876. 

(3.)  If  any  person  fails  to  earry  out  or  obscne  any  diiection  as 
cegards  cleansing  or  dieinfection,  wbicb  he  i^  by  this  Order 
required  to  carry  out  or  obnerve,  he  tball  be  deemed  guilty  of  an 
offence  against  the  Act  of  1878.

done  or  omitted,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own 
acts  or  omissions,  b«  deemt^  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Act 
of  1878. 

{!i.)  If  an  animal  or  a  carcase  or  any  manure  is  mored  in  con- 
ti-Bvention  of  this  Order,  the  owner  of  tbe  nnitnul  or  of  the  carcase 
or  of  the  manure,  and  the  person  for  the  time  being  in  chat^ 
thereof,  nnd  tbe  person  causing,  directing,  or  permitting  tbe 
movement,  and  the  penvn  moving  or  conveying  the  animal  or 
carcase  or  manure,  and  tbe  consignee  or  other  person  receiving  or 
keeping  it,  knowing  it  to  have  been  moved  iu  contravention  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  each  according  to  and  in  respect  of  his  own  acts 
or  defaults,  be  deeme<l  guilty  of  an  oSence  against  tbe  Act  of 
1878. 
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(ii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  detain  all  the  animals 
that  are  then  within  such  reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter- 
house or  other  part  of  the  Foreig  Animals  Wharf,  and  shall  imme- 
diately transmit  the  information  by  telegraph  or  other  rapid  means  to 
.the  Clerk  to  the  Council. 

(iii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  is  hereby  empowered  to 
require  and  shall  require  every  person  being  or  having  been  in  such 
reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the 
Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  with  the  diseased  animals  or  who  has  in  any  way 
come  in  contact  or  been  with  such  animals  to  take  such  means  for 
preventing  the  spreading  of  cattle-plague,  before  leaving  such  reception- 
lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  otherr  part  of  the  wharf,  or 
before  leaving  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
.washing  and  disinfecting  themselves  and  by  changing  or  ditdnfecting 
their  clothes,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall 
direct. 

(Rule  B. — Pleuro- Pneumonia.) 

If  the  disease  is  pleuro-pneumonia,  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council 

.  shall  cause  the  diseased  cattle  and  all  cattle  that  are  then  within  the 

rece|;>tion-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the 

Foreign  Animals  Wharf  to  which  this  Rule  applies,  to  be  aealt  with  as 

follows : 

(a.)  The  diseased  cattle  shall  be  forthwith  slaughtered. 

(6.)  The  cattle  not  diseased  may  with  the  permission  of  the  Inspector 
of  the  Privv  Council  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  owners  or  con- 
signees, or  by  their  drovers  or  servants,  ana  those  cattle  may  be 
moved  into  such  other  parts  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  as 
the  occupiers  of  such  Wharf  or  their  officers  or  the  Inspector  of 
the  Privy  Council  direct  or  permit. 

(Rule  C. — Foot-and-Mouth  Disease.)

foot-and-mouth  disease  exists  therein  and  foroidding  persons  to  enter 
therein  without  his  permission. 

(ii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  detain  all  the  animals 
that  are  then  within  such  reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter- 
house or  other  part  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  and  shall  imme- 
diately transmit  the  information  by  telegraph  or  other  rapid  means  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

(iii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  is  hereby  empowered  to 
require  and  shall  require  every  person  being  or  having  been  in  such 
reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  otiier  part  of  the 
Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  with  the  diseised  animals  or  who  has  in  any 
way  come  in  contact  or  been  with  such  animals  to  take  such  means  for 
preventing  the  spreading  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  before  leaving  the 
reception4air,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the 
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wharf,  or  before  leaving  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  as  the  case  may 
be,  by  washing  and  disinfecting  themselves  and  their,  clothes,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  direct. 

(iv.)  The  occupiers  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  shall  provide 
proper  and  suitable  suits  of  overall  clothes  for  the  use  of  the  lairage- 
men  and  other  persons  entering  such  reception-lair,  or  building,  bur, 
slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf.  Such 
overall  clothes  are  to  be  put  on  upon  entering,  taken  o£P  on  leaving, 
and  left  in,  the  reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house,  or 
other  part  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf  and  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  properly  disinfected  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  as  directed  hj 
the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council. 

(v.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  cause  all  the  animals 
that  are  then  within  the  reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter- 
house or  other  part  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharf,  to  be  forthwith 
slaughtered. 

(Rule  D.— Sheep.Pox.) 

(i.)  If  the  disease  is  sheep-pox,  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council 
shall  forthwith  affix  a  notice  at  or  near  the  entrance  of  the  reception- 
lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the  foreign 
animals  wharf  to  which  this  rule  applies,  to  the  effect  that  sheefnpoi 
exists  therein  and  forbidding  persons  to  enter  therein  without  hi* 
permission. 

(ii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  detain  all  the  sheep  that 
are  then  within  such  reception-lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or 
other  part  of  the  foreign  animals  wharf,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
the  information  by  telegraph  or  other  rapid  means  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council. 

(iii.)  The  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  is  hereby  empowered  t<i 
require  and  shall  require  every  person  being  or  hainng  })eeu  in  such 
reception  lair,  or  building,  lair,  slaughter-house,  or  other  part  of  tb 
foreign  animals  wharf,  with  the  diseased  sheep  or  who  has  in  any  vst 
come  in  contact  or  been  with  such  sheep  to  take  such  means  for  pre- 
venting the  spreading  of  sheep-pox,  before  leaving  the  reception-lair, « 
building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the  wharf,  or  befoR 
leaving  the  foreign  animals  wharf,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  washing  and 
disinfecting  themselves  and  by  changing  or  di?;infecting  their  clothes, 
or  otherwise,  as  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  direct. 

(Rule  E.— Sheep-Scab.) 

If  the  disease  is  sheep-scab,  the  Inspector  of  the  Privy  Council  shall 
cause  the  diseased  sheep  and  all  sheep  then  in  the  reception-lair,  cf 
building,  lair,  slaughter-house  or  other  part  of  the  foreign  animals  whazf 
to  which  this  rule  applies,  to  be  dealt  with  as  follows  : 

(a.)  The  diseased  sheep  shall  be  forthwith  slaughtered. 

(6.)  The  sheep  not  diseased  may  with  the  permission  of  the  Inspeettf 
cf  the  Privy  Council  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  owners  c 
consignees,  or  by  their  drovers  or  servants,  and  thote  shoep

They  ma;f  from  Time  to  Time  on  such  Lands  as  aforesaid  make  and 
maintain  all  such  Roads  and  Approaches  as  they  may  think  necessary 
for  the  convenient  Use  of  the  Persons  resorting  to  the  Market  or  Fair.

by  thia  Act;  and  the  local  authcvity  of  that  county  shall  trom  time 

to  time  lei7  such  rates  as  are  under  this  section  applicable,  and  as  are 

for  the  time  being  requisite  (either  ivholly  or  in  conjunction  with  such 

other  money  as  in  this  section  mentioned),  for  the  purpose  of  repaying 

with  interest  the  money  advanced  ou  such  mortgage  security  according 

to  the  terms  thereof.

the  lands  are  proposed  to  be  taken,  naming  a  place  where 
a  plan  of  the  proposed  undertaking  may  be  seen  at  all 
reasonable  hours,  and  stating  the  quantity  of  lands  ^that 
they  require  ;  and  shall  further 
Serve  a  notice  in  the  month  of  December  on  every  owner  or 
reputed  owner,  lessee  or  reputed  lessee,  and  occupier  of 
such    lands,   defining  in  each  case  the  particular  lands 
intended  to  be    taken,  and  requiring  an  answer  stating 
whether  the  person  so  served  assents,  dissents,  or  is  neuter 
in  respect  of  taking  such  lands  : 
(3.)  On  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  with  respect  to 
advertisements  and  notices,  the  Local  Authority  may,  if  tliey 
think  fit,   present  a  petition   under  their  seal  to  the  Local 
Government   Board.    The  petition   shall  state  the  lands  in- 
tended to  be  taken,  and  the  purposes   for  which  they  are 
required,  and  the  names  of  the  owners,  lessees,  and  occupiers 
of  lands  who  have  assented,  dissented,  or  are  neuter  in  respect
